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PATRIOTISM INSPIRED 

Charles Ward Post, No. 62, G.A.R. Observes Me- 
morial Day In Impressive Manner 


Memorial Day lias come and gone 
for another year, leaving a deeper 
feeling of patriotism than ever. The 
observance last Tuesday by Charles 
Ward Post. G. A. R.. followed closely 
the program of previous years but 
was characterised by an unusual snap 
and enthusiasm. 

Members of the Post were up bright 
and early in the morning and details 
were busy at work all tSs forenoon 
decorating the graves of their com- 
rades in the various cemeteries of the 
city and adjoining towns. The most 
important, service of the morning was 
held at St. Mary’s Churchyard. New- 
ton Lower Falls, in charge of Senior 
Vice Commander Dr. S. F. Chase, and 
an address was made by Rev. F. B. 
White. This was followed by the beau- 
tiful custom inaugurated several years 
ago of casting flowers into the waters 
of Charles River nearby, ih memory of 
the sailor dead. 

After the serious work of the day, 
the members of the Post gathered at 
the Elks Lodge Room in Eliot H?ll. 
Newton, where Newton Lodge. B. P. O. 
E., entertained the veterans in a roy- 
al and most hospitable manner. After 
luncheon, little Mary McElroy gave 
two recitations which aroused de- 
served applause. 

The usual Memorial Day Parade 
formed at two o’clock under the di- 
rection of Mayor Edwin O. Childs as 
Chief Marshal, Major J. W. Bartlett 
as chief of staff, and comrade Wilfred 
A. Wetherbee as adjutant general. 
The chief marshal had a distinguish- 
ed body of aides, including members 
of the city government, city officials, 
a delegation of Newton Lodge of Elks 
and several clergymen of the city. The 
parade consisted of a detail of police, 
the chief marshal and aides, Co. C, 5th 
Regiment. M. V. M., Capt. H. D. Cor- 
merais, Needham Military Band. J. 
Wiley Edmunds Camp, S. V., D. B. 
Burnett, Commander, Charles Ward 
Post. 62. G. A. R., Orrin W. Nash. 
Commander. Thomas Burnett Comp, S. 
W. V., W. D. K. Taylor, Commander, 
Mrs. A. E. Cunningham Tent, D. V.. 
Miss Ella A. Curtis, President, disabled 
veternns in automobiles. 

The line formed at Centre and Elm- 
wood Streets, Newton, and marched 
thru Centre, Grafton, Homer and 
Walnut streets to Newton Cemetery. 

Hero the exercises were held around 
the Soldiers monument under direction 
of the Post Commander, 0. W. Nash, 
who read the orders of the day, after 


which there was prayer by Chaplain 
S. P. Putnam, reports from the var- 
ious details of the Post, recitation of 
the Gettysburg address by Mary Me- 
Elrov, “America” by the hand, the 
sounding of “Taps" on the bugles with 
echoes from other pafts of the ceme- 
tery ami benediction by Rev. H. Grant 
Person of Eliot Church. 

The young ladies who served as 
markers at the four corners of the 
monument were the Misses Frances 
Cahill, Evelyn Brown, Elsa Malloy and 
Ruth Denrborn. 

The line then reformed and march- 
ed thru Walnut street to Newtonvtlle, 
wheio it was reviewed by Mayor 
Childs end staff opposite the Newton 
High School. Members of the Post 
and the band also serenaded the John 
A. Andrew Home on Washington park, 
before marching to Temple Hall, where 
the usual banquet was held. 

Commander Nash was toastmaster 
and after the menu nad received at- 
tention. called the members of the 
Post and their guests to order to heat 
the various after dinner speakers. 

Mayor Childs, in the dual capacity 
as mayor of the city and as chief mar- 
shal. was the first speaker, and, as 
usual, struck a responsive chord in 
the hearts of those present by his elo- 
quent words. The mayor paid a beau 
tiful tribute to Charles Ward, for 
whom the Post was named, and suid 
that his spirit, his faith, his conse- 
cration are common to many who 
sleep in a soldier’s grave. He said it 
was an inspiration to know that in 
every city and town, men and women 
were doing to the graves of their 
honored dead, what we, in Newton, 
had been doing today, an indication 
that the soldiers, living or dead, will 
never be forgotten and never for- 
saken. Study of the graves and of 
the sacrifices of the men of ’61 shows 
to us of this day and generation the 
need of patriotic instruction to our 
children and to the new comers to this 
country. This American Republic 
was established by the lives and deeds 
of many nationalities, lovers of liberty 
from all lands. Foreign born citizens 
have always been faithful in council 
and field to the cause of liberty. They 
share with us in American citizenship 
and stand shoulder to shoulder to pre- 
serve and pass on to future genera- 
tions the priceless heritage of Union 
Lioerty, and Equality.

STRIKERS WIN 

Arbitration Board Decide in Favor of 
Painters’ Union 


IOLANTHE 


Excellent Performance by Choirs of

The board of arbitration which has 
been considering the recent demands 
of the local Painters Union has made 
its award and the striking employees 
win practically nil their demands, a 
slight change in the phraseology of 
the contested article relative to the 
employment of non-union men being 
the only concession made to the em- 
ployers and that being of debatable 
value. The articles as approved by 
the arbitration board are ns follows, — 

Article 1. Forty-four hours shall 
constitute a week’s work — divided as 
follows. 8 hours a day on the first five 
days of the week, and four hours on 
Saturday. 

Article 2. The minimum wage shnll 
be Fifty cents per hour. 

Article 2. All time between 5 P. M. 
and 8 A. M. shall be paid for ns over- 
time at the rnte of double time, all 
work on Sundays and Holidays shall 
be paid for at double time. 

Article 4. Holidays are all Sundays, 
Decoration Day. July 4th, Labor Day, 
Thanksgiving Day and Christmas, No, 
work shall be done on Labor Day. 

Article 5. A Journeyman starting 
to take work for himself must tuke out 
a shop card issued by the Union, said 
card shall not be returnable for one 
year from the date of issue. 

Article 6. Master Painters or Con- 
factors when hiring help shall giv^ 
'preference to Union men; other things 
being equal, if others are hired it will 
be with the understanding that if they 
prove satisfactory after a fair trial 
they shall become members of Local 
545. 

Article 7. For the purpose of en- 
forcing the articles of this agreement, 
it is mutually agreed that an arbitra- 
tion board shall be appointed, said 
board to consist of two members of 
the Master Painters’ Association and 
two members appointed by Local 545. 
said board to have the power to decide 
and settle all differences which may 
arise between the two associations. 
In case this board fail to agree they 
shall appoint a judge agreeable to 
both organizations. 

Article 8. The members of Local 
545 agree at all times to work for the 
best interests of their employers. 

Article 9. This agreement shall be 
in effect from April 17, 1916 to April 
1. 1918.

Plans for prorogation last night 
were knocked in tuo head when Gov- 
ernor Met ail sent in a message urging 
uennite action on matters affecting 
workmen’s compensation, the Senate 
naviiig ueicateu the Davis mil on tnat 
suoject. llie Governor insists on 
some legislation which will remedy 
tne present unsat isiactory condition 
of tins statute. 

I tie House held its mock session 
yesterday afternoon, however, but cut 
out tne nurse piay ot previous years 
and nad n thoroiy enjoyable program 
m which Air. Levcrctt Hentley oi this 
city, a niemoer of tne Press gallery, 
gave an imitation of Billy Sunday. 

The Governor finally had his way, 
or nearly ins way, on me civil service 
bill, the Senate accepting the House 
bill. This bill has been somewhat 
e.uascuiaied uy tile amendment pro- 
posed by Representative Jarvis ex- 
empting meniuers of the fire and police 
departments from the efficiency test 
oy tlie i onimission 

The bill to prohibit the redemption 
of trading stamps or coupons in mer- 
chandise out allow. ng buen mle.np.don 
in cash has been accepted by both 
branches and is before the Governo. 
for his action. The Attorney General 
gave an opinion in regard to the orig- 
inal bill, expressing ins doubts on its 
constitutionality, unu the bill was 
somewhat amended to r.icet Ins objec- 
tions. There are still some persons 
however, who fail to see much differ- 
ence in the method of redemption. 

The bill to authorize Newton to is- 
sue $100,000 additional water bonds 
made a rapid passage thru both 
branches last week and was signed by 
the governor on Saturday. The neces- 
sity of this bill Is another criticism of 
tlie p.esent Municipal Finance act, 
which piovides for bond issues for ex- 
tending water mains, but utterly fails 
to allow bond Issues for making reser 
voir, or other important addition to a 
water plant. The present Municipal 
Finance law is fearfully and wonder- 
fully constructed. 

The Legislature has met one plank 
of the Republican platform, fairly and 
squarely, by making a material reduc- 
tion In our state tax, which is $1,750,- 
000 lower than that of last year, New- 
ton’s share being $140,080. instead of 
$171,600. Tills saving will help a little 
on the cost of reconstructing our 
school buildings — a matter which the 
Legislature refused to allow us to 
bond. 

The recent memorial to former gov- 
ernor John D. Long will be printed as 
state document by order of the 
House, and will include the address 
made by Representative J. Weston Al- 
len of this city. 

From figures issued recently by the 
State Police, fire losses for 1915 in the 
Metropolitan district show a large re- 
duction over those of the previous 
year, Newton, however being on the 
wrong side, with an increase to $112,- 
302.61 as compared with $65,693.30 in 
1914. This increase is due to tlie fact 
that we suffered from several large 
fires last year, including the Ice hous- 
es at Newton (’entre and the residence 
Hon. F. E. Huntress on Fallow hill. 
Every resident of Newton interested 
in good government should take time 
within the next few days to urge Sen- 
ator George H. Ellis of this city to ac- 
cept another nomination for the state 
senate. Men of his calibre are needed 
in the State House, especially in the 
upper branch of the Legislature.

HEALTH PROBLEMS OF NEWTON 


At the meeting of the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau held last week at the New- 
ton Club. Dr. Richard C. Cabot of Bos- 
ton spoke on the subject “Some Health 
Problems of Newton.” 

He called the audience's atten- 
tion to the fact that if both medicine 
and public temper had not changed 
very much It would be Impossible for 
such a subject as the one proposed to 
be publicly discussed. “Most of us 
remember" he said, “when in cases of 
diphtheria the Hoard of Health always 
went sniffing around drains to find the 
cause. Professor Roseneau of Har 
vard Medical summed up the stages in 
public health development as follows: 
1. The epoch of sanitation (drains and 
plumbing). 2. The epoch of bacter- 
iology. finding causes of diseases such 
as typhoid and tracing them down to 
sources of impure milk and water. 
This epoch is now passing. We have 
within a decade halved the amount of 
typhoid. We shall probably live to see 
typhoid abolished. But the number of 
diseases which can thus he wiped out 
is small. 3. The epoch of education. 
If we are to progress It must be not 
by special learning about germs, etc., 
but by gcnerul education. For exam- 
ple. Tuberculosis differs from other 
known disease? in that it (s a disease 
that practically everybody has. 90 per 
cent of those who died for other rea- 
sons were shown by post-mortem ex- 
amination to have had tuberculosis:. 
Most people have tuberculosis, but the 
ordinary conditions of healthful living 
counteract them. This brings us to 
questions such as alcohol. The fore 
es of nature which fight on our side 
are weakened by alcohol and we shall 
not conquer tuberculosis till we con 
quer alcoholism, which will not be to- 
day or tomorrow. We shall conquer 
at last by general education, by the 
development of character and the 
building up of other interests which 
will give people something better to 
do than getting drunk. We shall not 
conquer tuberculosis until we reform 
the housing conditions of the poorer 
classes. It is not a question of evad 
ing a particular germ, but a question 
of light, air, and food. — quantity and 
quality. Whatever you do in fight- 
ing tuberculosis is good for all other

In discussing the problems of the 
Board of Health. Dr. Cabot said “A 
progressive Board of Health would be 
educating people, constantly giving 
lectures, getting articles into the news- 
papers before public attention. It 
must have community support. Many 
a Board of Health cannot do what it 
knows is necessary because the pub- 
lic will not back it up.” 

Dr. Cabot mentioned as a piece of 
needful preventive work the examina- 
tion of all people in the community 
once a year “just as you examine ele- 
vators, to bo sure they will not break 
down.” He spoke of the Out Patient 
Department, "the privilege of the for- 
tunate poor, denied to the unfortunate 
‘rich,” as a most effective agency in 
preventive work, and called attention 
to the fact that it was impossible to 
find elsewhere such a group of special- 
ists and experts working in co-opera- 
tion. "The thing ought to be done by 
a community like this, which would 
get specialists and pay them proper 
salaries for the care of their health 
during the year; thereby saving more 
money and getting better treatment 
than at present.” He mentioned Mich- 
igan. Oregon and California as states 
where such an experiment had been 
successfully tried, stating that in the 
University of California each student 
by payment of an annual $5 fee is en- 
titled to treatment of eyes, teeth and 
free operations if necessary through 
the small Out Patient Dep't. run by 
the University "A society like New- 
ton," he said in closing, "ought to be 
able to work out problems which more 
heterogenous communities like Boston 
find impossible."

IMPRESSIONS OF THE BIENNIAL 

New York, May 31st. 

To give any adequate account of this 
| remarkable convention in the space 
available is an absolute impossibility. 
All that 1 can do will be to give a 
few impressions, for really that is all 
one can retain front a week of meet- 
ings with daily sessions, both morning 
and evening, and numerous confer- 
ences crowded into the afternoons. 
The general plan of the program has 
been referred to In this column from 
time to time, but to bring it more 
closely to mind, on the afternoon of 
the day a department presents its re- 
port at the regular convention comes 
the conference of that department and 
since two or three departments report 
at the same session it follows that 
there are two or three conferences tak- 
ing place simultaneously. 

List week 1 touched upon the diffi- 
culty In the acoustics of the Armory 
and the possibility of moving to Car- 
negie Hall. That, however has not 
been done and after trying out a va- 
riety of sounding boards, as well as 
a megaphone, a drapery of the finest 
of silk has been suspended across 
above the platform and out over a por- 
tion of the seats as a sort of false 
ceiling and with that help, which was 
put in during the interval between Sat- 
urday afternoon to Monday morning, 
the delegates are finding things more 
endurable. The Massachusetts dele- 
gation now are located In the middle 
of the balcony directly In front of the 
stage, so that with close attention 
they are able to hear, though it is 
difficult to distinguish the features of 
the speakers, if one is not already 
familiar with them. On this account 
the Club editor treasures her Press 
button. 

Whose was the error in judgment in 
selecting the Armory — the "great in- 
audible auditorium’’ as it was charac- 
terized by a man speaking at the 
Press luncheon — is not known to me. 
That it was an error is a self-evident 
fact, for aside Croni the first evening, 
the place has never been more than 
half filled, and the strain on the voices 
of both speakers and officers has been 
great in the extreme. Mrs. Penny- 
backer rema.ked one morning, in en- 
deavoring to articulate slowly and dis- 
tinctly. that she had gone in “the 
class in the First Reader.’’ 

Of the beauties of* the decorations 
in the hall enough can not be said and 
the proposition which confronted the 
committee of converting a bare brick- 
walled drill hall 240 ft long, a short 
city block wide and with an iron- 
trussed ceiling having a 90-foot rise 
into a place of beauty has been em- 
inently successful. No money has 
been spared and the artistic result is 
remarkable. The entire ceiling with 
its Iron trusses has been concealed by 
streamers of hunting of two shades 
of blue over arching the hall. These 
had to be made and dyed for the pur- 
pose in order to secure the desired 
colors. A Yale professor in his ad- 
dress yesterday confessed to feeling 
at home upon seeing his own college 
Color predominating. A false wull 
similating stone masonry surrounds 
three sides of the room and boxes 
filled with blooming geraniums and 
marguerites surmount it. as well as 
border the front edge of the platform. 
This then, is the setting for the ses- 
sions. 

What lias impressed me most, do 
><u ask? Th» bigness of the thing, 
then the women themselves. No mat- 
ter from what section they come, they 
speak with power, they listen for 
I hours with close attention and utmost 
I patience and although many times un- 
| able to hear they return day after day 
with stoic endurance. Friendliness 
and cordiality are everywhere manifest. 
There is no waiting to be introduced, 
.the blue badge of the delegate, or the 
brown one of the alternate or the white 
one of the visiting club woman is all 
: that is sufficient. At tiie Press lunch- 
eon at the table with the Club Editor 
j Georgia, Illinois, South Dakota. Ore- 
gon. l.'tah and New York city chatted 
together as if old friends. 

The politics of a big convention is 
something entirely foreign to the club 
Editor’s previous experience, where 
I heretofore the difficulties of securing 
I people to assume office have always 
| been paramount. To near that every 
j candidate save two have personally 
interviewed tin president of the Mass- 
| achusetts delegation and solicited tho 
votes of her constituency comes with 
something of a shock, a sort of false 
note to jar the harmony one’s sense 
of the fitness of tilings. That t hero 
lias lie m much less trading of votes 
this time than at the Cliicago Biennial 
is l lie verd.et of those who have been 
at both conventions 

From eight until one o'clock yester- 
day the nominating committee wus ill 
secret session and the announcement 
i of the ballot was attended with all the 
sui-.pensu and tension of the jury ion 
I lering its verdict in u murder trial. 
! Massachusetts won the neontc tol 
nomination of M'*:- fco go \. Macon 
of Worcester for first vice p: o rldent, 


she having served ns second vice- 
president for the past two yearn. The 
chief contest is for the presidency, 
Mrs. Pennybncker having served her 
term of eligibility. Two candidates an- 
nounced themselves some months ago. 
Mrs. .Insinli Evans Cowles of Califor- 
nia and Mrs. Snniuel R. Sticnth of 
Dliio. Neither seem to meet the un- 
qualified approval of tho delegates, 
who have been forced to weigh the 
qualifications of each and choose the 
leant undesirable There is one com- 
fort. however, that. In the words of n 
speaker this morning, “responsibility 
brings ability.” The voting is going 
on today. 

A change was made in the by-laws 
on Saturday, which went into effect 
upon pnssage, providing for a director 
from each State, making a hoard of 57 
as against 15 in the past years. Mrs. 
George W. Perkins, president of the 
Massachusetts State Federation, was 
unanimously endorsed ns Massachu- 
setts director by her delegation and 
will in all probability secure the elec- 
tion. Of the merits of this change and 
of the various changes in policy of the 
Federation through amendments un- 
der consideration n report will he giv- 
en next week. 

The convention closes tomorrow 
evening, Friday will he given up to 
play and then the delegates will dis- 
perse to their various homes and the 
Thirteenth Biennial will he a thing of 
the past. 

Mrs. Josinh Evans Cowles of Los 
Angeles, California, carried the elec- 
tion for the presidency over Mrs. Sam- 
uel B. Sneatli of Ohio, by more than a 
two to one vote.

IMPOKTANt E Or SAFE MILK 


The recent epidemic of sore throat 
in Watertown in which there haie 
been scores of people ill and several 
deaths, again emphasizes the impor- 
tance of safe milk and the uncertainty 
of fresh milk. These cases of illness 
and death have been traced directly 
to one small dealer who distribute; 

| milk in a limited section, produced 
within the nity limits, delivered fresh 
from his own cows and one would 
think under the Immediate supervision 
of the local health officer. 

If such milk as this comes contam- 
j i na ted with germs of disease, how can 
any raw milk be safe? All of this em- 
phasizes the importance of proper pas- 
teurization of milk. No system of in- 
spection would have prevented this 
j epidemic because disease germs that 
1 get into milk are not depending upon 
the comparative cleanliness of the 
place where the milk is produced. 
The important factor in safe milk is 
l the cow and the human beings that 
handle the milk. Nobody can expect 
to get milk at a reasonable price, 
from cows that are examined daily, 
milked by men who are examined 
daily. 

Within about a year Watertown has 
suffered from three epidemics all 
traced to unsafe milk, two oZ so e 
throat and one of typhoid fever, all 
traced to milk produced nearby bu* 
delivered in the raw state. Raw milk 
is never safe milk. There is no doubt 
that many diseases are conveyed by 
fresh, raw milk; bovine tuberculosis 
| may he transmitted to man through 
the milk of tuberculous cattle, the dan- 
| ger is greater for children than for 
adults; typhoid fever is often caused 
I by infected milk; in cities with a pure 
' water supply milk is probably the 
most common vehicle of infection. 
Diphtheria, like typhoid fever, may ho 
caused by raw milk contaminate l 
thiough human handling. Widespread 
epidemics of scarlet fever are some- 
times caused by milk. 

Since milk-borne diseases ure to a 
considerable extent due to the use of 
I milk from diseased cattle, to uncleanly 
dairy surroundings and careless bund- 
ling. it lias been generally assume 1 
, that contamination and infection can 
he prevented by sanitary control of the 
process of milking, bundling and dis 
■ trlbution. The question is being asked. 

I however, whether it is humanly possi- 
ble to eliminate all important sources 
of infection oven by strict regulation 
and watchful supervision. 

All of tlu foregoing considerations 
point unmistakably to one of the great- 
est needs in munlcipul health adminis- 
tration in every city and town today,' 
i namely, the enforcement of a pastern - 1 
izing ordin nice. While it Is probably 
true that a certain amount of certified ! 
milk will continue to he asked for, lb-* 
expense required for production will 
alone put certified milk out or the 
reach of many consumers. The hulk 
of the milk supply may he brought up 
to u certain qualitative level by com- 
petent inspection, but beyond a given 
point, it cannot be forced without an 
increase in cost not commensurate

It is seldom that one can study the 
stars, planets, moon and comets dur- 
ing the day time. But the magical 
wand of science has accomplished thin 
seeming impossibility and all the 
young people who wish to see how 
Saturn looks when it is viewed 
through a telescope magnifying 1400 
times, to note the appearance of the 
moon with its craters large enough to 
cast shadows, and to study Halley’s 
Comet, that strange visitor to the 
earth which attracted so much atten- 
tion during the spring of 1910, may 
do so in the lecture-room of the Chil- 
dren’s Museum during May and June. 

An astronomical exhibit from the 
Iiowell Observatory nt Flagstaff, Ari- 
zona, has been loaned by the Director 
of the Observatory and installed in 
this room. It consists of transparen- 
cies made from direct photographs of 
the heavenly bodies as seen through 
two of the largest and finest telescopes 
ever constructed. These photographs 
not only seem marvellous to the ord- 
inary observer, but they caused the 
great astronomer Schiaparelli to write. 
"I never would have believed the feat 
possible." 

Pictures of the plant at Flagstaff, 
1000 feet higher than Mt. Washington, 
of the great Observatory domes and 
the telescopes, and some description 
of the conditions in this dry, clear at- 
mosphere enable the observator to un- 
derstand how remarkable astronomical 
work may be successfully carried on 
here. But while the altitude and cli- 
mate are favorable to star-work, they 
uro not so kindly to human beings, 
and the ordinary routine of living has 
had many problems for the scientists 
at the Observatory. 

The Trustees and Director of the 
Children’s Museum extend a cordial 
invitation to the citizens of Newton 
to visit this exhibit and to inspect the 
general collections of the Museum. 
The building is situated on the north 
shore of Jamaica Pond and may be 
reached from either Park Street or 
Dudley Street. Elevated, by taking a 
Jamaica Plain car to Moraine street 
and walking west five minutes to the 
entrance of Olmstead Park. A docent 
is always ready to conduct groups of 
visitors about the Museum and give 
brief descriptions of the exhibits.

A great "preparedness” parade was 
held in New York City recently. Ac- 
cording to the New York Times, a 
strong ndvoente of "preparedness,” 
there were, by actual count, 135,683 
marchers, of whom 3,287 were women. 
More than 60.000 women marched In 
the New York suffrage parade last 
fall. 

The advocates of "preparedness" 
will not admit for a moment that the 
fewness of the women marchers shows 
there is no considerable demand for 
preparedness” among women. But, 
although nenrly twenty times as many 
women took the trouble to march for 
suffrage, some people still deny that 
there is any adequate demand among 
women for the ballot. As n mntter of 
fact, more petitions for woman suf- 
frage are said to have been sent to 
engross during the past fifty years 
than upon any other subject what- 
vcr. 

Mrs. H. H. Bryn, the wife of the 
Norwegian ambassador in Washing- 
ton. recently said: "I could not live 
In the present day and generation 
without becoming engrossed in the 
question of feminine activity here and 
in the home country. Suffrage has 
long been a national right of men and 
women, and women have served suc- 
cessfully in every capacity in Chris- 
tiania. So far as I can Judge from 
such a distance and from private let- 
ters and public comment. It would 
seem the women of Norway are ful- 
illling every civic obligation without 
conflict with domestic duties. 

never could understand the hos- 
tile feeling of men toward women if 
they wish to vote. Our country of- 
fered suffrage to women and really 
made their political duties very at- 
tractive.” 

The conviction is growing upon 
womankind that they ought to have a 
hand in the affairs of the world," de- 
clared Miss Mary Shaw, the actress, 
in a recent interview. "They want to 
participate in order to make it better 
for their children." Miss Shaw is 
stuunch suffragist of many years’ 
standing. 

J. Stitt Wilson, former mayor of 
Berkeley, Cal., who is making a suf- 
frage campaign in Iowa, when asked 
what per cent of women availed them- 
selves of the privilege of voting in 
suffrage states, replied: “It has been 
reported, us against suffrage, that wo- 
men do not register and do not vote. 

In Berkeley, in one election, the 
figures were closely analyzed. It was 
found that in sixteen out of thirty- 
two precincts over fifty per cent of 
the registered vote was cast by wo- 
men. Over forty-six per cent of the 
total registered were women and for- 
ty-three per cent of the total vote were 
men." 

The number of woman suffrage 
states not only is greater than it has 
been in any previous national elec- 
tion,” says the New York Press of 
May 5, editorially, "but it is more im- 
portant than the electoral vote itself 
indicates, for they are in nearly every 
case doubtful states, all in the West, 
and none of them having the tradition- 
al allegiance to the political parties 
which is shown in southern states to- 
ward the Democratic and in New Eng- 
land States and Pennsylvania toward 
the Republican party." 

Miss Margaret Woodrow Wilson, 
daughter of the President, will help 
receive at the garden party at the 
home of Mr. und Mrs. Coleman du 
Pont, to be given June 3 by the Con- 
gressional Union in honor of the dele- 
gates attending the biennial confer- 
ence of the General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs in New York. Mrs. O. 
H. P. Belmont is chairman of the re- 
ception committee, and she will be as- 
sisted by a group of prominent club 
women und suffrugists.

A medical journal reports the case 
of a clergyman who was sent to a hos- 
pital suffering terribly. He said he 
had swallowed several false teeth and 
the plate, and that he felt the horrible 
grinding and cutting of these in his 
stomach. 

The physician in attendance tried 
to talk him out of this Idea, but to no 
purpose. A little while later a tele- 
gram from hlB wife informed him that 
the teeth had been found under the 
bed. Mortified and chagrined at hav- 
ing made such a fool of himself, the 
clergyman, free from his imaginary 
suffering, Immediately got up, dressed 
himself, paid his bill and went home 
without assistance. 

As long as the man was convinced 
that the falBe teeth were in his stom- 
ach. all the talking in the world could 
not have made him believe that his 
suffering waB a delusion. This con- 
viction had to be changed first. 

Medical history shows that thou- 
sands of people have died the victims 
of their imagination. They were con- 
vinced they had diseases which in 
reality they never had. The trouble 
was not in the body, but in the mind. 

Few of us realize the almost super- 
human power of the Imagination in its 
effect upon the body. Nothing is bet- 
ter known than that many people 
every year die with imaginary hydro- 
phobia. It is a very common thing to 
regard a dog as mad which simply has 
a fit, or is so frightened at being pur- 
sued by those who are afraid of it, 
and who project their state of mind 
to Its brain that it appears to be 
mad. 

Physicians tell us that susceptibility 
to contagious diseases depends very 
largely upon the mental condition, 
that it 1 b possible for a person during 
great excitement to work with per- 
fect immunity among patients suffer- 
ing from the most malignant diseases. 

I have seen a vigorous, athletic 
man so completely paralyzed by the 
shock from an accident that he could 
scarcely lift a pound weight. He was 
as weak and nerveless as a child. No 
material substance had touched him 
or opposed him— just a terrifying 
thought, which came like lightning, 
did the work, made a pygmy of a 
giant in an Instant. 

Well-authenticated cases have been 
recorded by physicians where na- 
tients. who had a mortal fear of 
chloroform, went into a syncope Be- 
fore a whiff of cholorofrm had been 
given. They became perfectly uncon- 
scious through the suggestion of their 
own minds. 

I know of a physician who, while 
away from home on a fishing trip, was 
summoned to attend a patient who 
was suffering Indescribable agony 
He had no medicine case, no drugs 
with him: but the tactful physician, 
knowing the power of suggestion, 
made small powders out of ordinary 
flour and gave instructions with the 
greatest care as to the exact time and 
manner of taking. They were to be 
given every few minutes. 

The patient was told that he was be- 
ing treated by a noted physician, and 
his great faith In the physician and 
the remedy in a short time wrought a 
marvelous change in his condition. He 
said that he felt the effects of the 
medicine throughout his entire being. 
Flour and faith did the work. 

The sick thought must go before the 
6lck condition will depart. When the 
diseased thought goes, the body at 
once rebounds and becomes normal. 

Not long ago I heard of a young 
lady who, while at the theater with 
her fiance, complained suddenly of 
feeling faint. Her fiance, a young doc- 
tor, took something out of his pocket 
and, giving it to her, whispered, 
"Keep this tabloid in your mouth, but 
don’t swallow It." The young woman 
did as directed, and Immediately felt 
better. Curious to know what the 
"tabloid" was, which, although it had 
not dissolved, had given her such re- 
lief, she examined it on her return 
home, and found— a small button!

EDITORIAL 

Congratulations to Mr. William Mac* 
pherson on his appointment as Physi- 
cal Director of the largest Y. M. C. A. 
in the country, are sadly tempered 
with the thought of the loss to this 
city and its Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Macpherson has won a high 
place in the esteem of the men and 
boys of this city during the eight years 
of service to the Newton Y. M. C. A., 
not only by the high class of his work 
as a Physical Director but by his 
worth as a Christian and as a man. 
Newton’s loss is Brooklyn’s gain and 
Mr. Macpherson has fully earned the 
wider field and better opportunity for 
service. 

The action of the State Police in 
requiring this city to go to extraor- 
dinary lengths in the matter of im- 
proving fire hazard conditions is in- 
conceivable in the light of the under- 
standing reached a month or two ago 
on this question. It would seem that 
the city has shown its good faith in 
the matter by appropriating over $50.- 
000 for this purpose and that the ac- 
tion of the state police is most arbi 
trary and unreasonable. 

Mr. McCall was elected Governor 
last November largely thru the per- 
sonal work of Senator Weeks and his 
friends. The Governor’s position at 
Chicago indicates how little apprecia- 
tion he has of that work. 

The decision of the Newton business 
men to omit any organized celebra- 
tion this year of the Fourth of July 
is a sensible conclusion. 


CITY HALL 


The District Police have surprised 
the city officials by sending in drastic 
orders in regard to the construction 
of the various school buildings in the 
city. At a conference held several 
weeks ago, it was understood by the 
Newton authorities that the state po- 
lice would be satisfied if the city 
would follow out the recommendations 
to be made by the Fire Hazard Com- 
mission and as the city government 
has just voted over $50,000 for this 
work, ’there did not seem to be any 
reason for the present action of the 
police. 

The new orders are far more dras- 
tic than the work contemplated by 
the Fire Hazard Commission and 
would virtually mean that every stair- 
way in all the schools must be en- 
closed with wired glass, and that every 
school corridor must have smoke stop 
doors at stated intervals. The un- 
reasonableness of the state police is 
particularly noted In its order for 
work at the Oak Hill school where 
about 8 or 9 pupils are now being 
taught on the ground floor. The po- 
lice require an additional exit to this 
building and a full equipment of fire 
signals. 

City Solicitor Bishop will take the 
necessary steps to protect the inter- 
ests of the city for this high handed 
procedure.

MOVING PICTI HEN AND BRAE BURN CLUB 

LIBRARIES 


Last Friday, June second, the New- 
ton Group of the Massachusetts Li- 
brary Club met at the Needham li- 
brary. Representatives attended from 
the libraries in Waltham. Watertown, 
Wellesley. So. Framingham. Newton, 
and other neighboring towns. The 
subject for discussion was Moving 
Pictures. The first speaker was Mrs.

I^athrop on "The Common Sense of 
Civil Service." 

Each evening brought something of 
special significance. The opening eve- 
ning has already been mentioned. On 
Thursday evening delegates, alternates 
and other visitors to the number of 
about 14,000 attended the reception 
tendered thenj at the Metropolitan Art 
Museum. Among the vast crowd there 
were many chance meetings of friends 
front a distance not possible at any 
other session, althougn those who 
were patient enough to go through the 
receiving line found it an exceedingly 
tedious process. The rare ueauties of 
the Museum itself weie greatly en- 
joyed by everyone. 

Friday evening came the greetings 
from the State Presidents from all 
over the Union with a word of what 
their respective Federations have been 
doing, 'they were called upon in the 
order of the greatest distance trav- 
elled, and Idano, Tennessee and Wy- 
oming alone of the forty-eight states, 
Alaska, and District of Columbia, 
failed to respond. There was no con- 
vention program arranged lor Satur- 
day evening, but those eligible attend- 
ed the Pioneers’ Bunquet. Sunday af- 
ternoon came the Vesper Service and 
the memory of the oeautiful music 
will remain long after that or uny 
spoken address can possimy enuu.e. 
a music art and literature evening 
followed on Monday, when Havrah 
Hubbard, well-known to Massachu- 
setts. gave his Operalogue, "The Love 
of the Three Kings," Henry Turner 
liailey of our own city, an uddress on 
"Art in Life,” in whicn he humorously 
set off many of the fashion foibles ol 
the day and left many pertinent hints 
for redaction. These were followed 
by the presentation of the play, "Six 
who pass while the lentils boll," by 
the Portmanteau Theatre under the 
direction of Stewart Walker. Memor 
iai uay evening was ooserved uppio- 
pnutely with patriotic addresses by 
Honoiahle Thomas S. Crugo of Penn- 
sylvania and Hon. William A. Prender- 
gast of New York and the presenta- 
tion of "The Greatest Thing in the 
World," the little child— by Mrs. Mil- 
ton S. Lamoreaux of Chicago. Presi- 
dent’s Evening came on Wednesday 
with Mrs. Pennybucker in the chair, 
when Ireland, Poland! Germany, Scun- 
dinavia, Bohemia, and Russia, each 
"Came bearing Gifts" — the contribu- 
tions of their civilization to the New 
World, — presented by nutives or the 
descendants of nutives of their re- 
spective countries, lion. Dudley Field 
Mulone in un eloquent uddress brought 
out tiie duty ot our country to use 
these gifts of our fellow citizens. 

On Thursday came the crowning 
evening of all. when after two splendid 
selections by the Seventh Regiment 
Hand "What Religiou bus done tor the 
World" was discussed eloquently by 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise, Futher John L.

plain goodness and simple fidelity on 
which the social order depends for en- 
couragement and support. Their dis- 
tinction lay in their natural and con- 
scientious use of ordinary faculties in 
the service of high ideals und noble 
purposes. There is no higher ideal 
than the ideal of simple goodness. 
There is no more noble purpose than 
the purpose of radiating courage and 
peace and good will upon other lives. 
Their life story is the story of a man 
and woman who stood side by side for 
over sixty years untouched by the fev- 
erish activities of their time, un- 
harmed by prosperity or adversity 
and who quietly nnd thankfully reaped 
the joys of plain goodness and exper- 
ienced the rewards of helping other 
people. Referring to Mr. Otis as a 
city official, Mr. Jaynes said: “His 
genial presence was known to every- 
one — from mayor to janitor — as "Un- 
cle Ben” and the larger welcome that 
pervaded his office was always a 
temptation to every visitor at City 
Hall — however small his leisure. To 
the business pedant tills may seem a 
weakness. But if it be one, it is the 
weukness of good will and love for 
people. And we gladly forgive it in 
the refreshment of finding in these 
days of automatic efficiency, some one 
who huH not had the human ground 
out of him. His interest in the church 
was something deeper than an official 
interest. He gave himself freely to 
its uffairs because it represented an 
idea — because it embraced a cause 
continent wide, of which the individ- 
ual church was only a unit, a helper, 
a living example. He was our wliite- 
haired patriarch, our friendly co- 
worker, our cheerful, optimistic, good 
man. Mrs. Otis wns the good Dorcas 
of apostolic days reproduced in our 
own time. She literally went about 
doing good and was never so happy as 
when bent on some errand of mercy 
or some mission of good cheer. In all 
of the activities of the church she was 
an ardent worker so long as strength 
lasted and when strength failed, de- 
sire und interest remained strong as 
ever. In the Sunday school she took a 
class of young girls und went with 
them year after year until they 
reached womanhood, impressing upon 
them by precept and example those 
simple but essential ideals of life that 
she herself followed with such loyulty 
ami devotion. 

So these two, ull unconsciously to 
themselves, sweetened the moral at- 
mosphere of this community und mude 
the world better for their presence. 
And when ul last the cull cume and 
the sunset gates of old age swung 
gently apart, almost together, they 
passed out into the spucious life of 
God. Loving, they were beloved. 

Rev. Dr. Gannett recalled Mrs. 
Juynes as she wus before her mar- 
riage, und said that those present 
would know better in her life in West 
Newton than it wus possible for him 
to do.

The 11th Annual Conference of the 
Weights and Measures of the United 
States was held in Washington, D. C., 
on May 23-24-25-26 and was attended 
by 200 Sealers of Weights and Meas- 
ures from all parts of the country. 
Various important subjects relating to 
the necessity for National legislation 
and also to uniformity In the specifi- 
cations and tolerance for weighing and 
measuring apparatus were taken up 
and thoroughly discussed, and action 
was taken tending to bring about the 
desired changes. 

One of the most important matters 
which came before the Conference was 
the subject of automatic gasolene and 
oil pumps used for measuring these 
commodities. It was admitted by the 
manufacturers of these devices that 
they do not at times deliver the full 
quantity and that at the present high 
price of gasolene the purchaser might 
suffer a serious loss. The importance 
of this subject and the fact that many 
of these pumps were inaccurate was 
first brought to the attention of the 
Conference by Andrew Prior, City 
Sealer of Newton, Mass., who at the 
meeting in 1914 requested tiiat an in 
vestigatiou be made of these devices. 
Acting on the suggestion made by Mr, 

rior the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards which is a Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, made a thorough 
investigation covering u period of two 
years and the results were submitted 
to the Conference ut this meeting. 
Acting upon tills information the Con 
ference instructed their Committee on 
Tolerance and Specifications to report 
definite regulations covering the con 
Btruction and accuracy of these 
pumps, these regulations to he refer- 
red to the Sealers for their approvul.

Money, position, influence — these are 
no match for energy and perseverance 

With what delight we read Haw- 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter," probably the 
most powerful romance that ever 
came from an American pen. It seems 
impossible that, such beauty of diction, 
such facility of expression and deli- 
cacy of touch could be elaborated by 
any amount of drudgery. But the 
notebooks of this shyest and most 
bashful of mortals reveal the secret 
of his genius. Drudgery, drudgery, 
drudgery, is written all over his ef- 
forts. Nothing was too trivial for rec- 
ord in his notes. Everything he saw 
or heard or touched or felt was im- 
prisoned in his notebook and com- 
pelled to pay tribute to his fiction. 

Thousands of men have been fail 
ures in life, because they did not go 
quite far enough. They did not quite 
learn a trade to the point of efficiency; 
in other words, they stopped just this 
side of success. 

The patent office in Washington is 
full of contrivances which are almost 
successes: if the inventors had. had the 
persistence to hold on a little longer, 
they might have achieved the longed 
for success and died rich instead of 
poor. 

A poor boy started out. determined 
to visit every office and place of bus! 
ness until he found a situation, 
matter how long it might take. Aftei 
persisting in this for a time which 
would have utterly discouraged most 
boys, he called at an office, where hf 
was told they never took boys whe 
had had no experience, and was asked 
who sent him there. 

The old gentleman was so pleased 
at the boy’s pluck when he told him 
that lie was calling at every office and 
should continue to do so until he found 
a situation, that he told him to go 
home and write him a letter in his 
best hand, and he would see what he 
could do for him. Many a boy lias lost 
a situation by bad handwriting, bad 
spelling, or an unbusinesslike letter 
But this boy’s letter was neat, concise 
and intelligent, and he got the situa- 
tion. He proved valuable and has been 
with the firm ever since. 

Keep at it, whatever your work may 
be, with a dogged determination. Set 
your teeth and say, “I will.” Let your 
motto be, "Tenacity of purpose 
When you hear it, it should act on you 
as the bugle call does on a war horse. 

Failure is the final test of persist- 
ence and of an Iron will; it either 
crushes a life or solidifies it. 

If you have not tills persistence by 
nature, you must cultivate it. With it 
you can succeed, you can make diffi- 
culties bend, you can make opposition 
give way, doubt and hesitancy yield 
to confidence and assurance. Without 
it the more shining qualities of nature 
will not insure your success, and will 
very likely bring nothing hut fnilure. 

It is lesson after lesson with the 
scholar, blow after blow with the la- 
borer, crop after crop with the farmer, 
picture after picture, and mile after 
mile with the traveler, that secures 
what all so much desire.

THE GENERAL FEDERATION 

Having attended my first Biennial 
during these last ten days in New 
Nork. I feel impelled to register briefly 
my Impressions. 

The gathering was notable for its 
size, its orderliness and its earnest 
consideration of civic problems. Not 
even the most sensational reporter 
could extract material for a single 
"cocky" story. The few attempts to 
do so aroused merely derisive smiles 
from the delegates. 

The speakers were of national and 
international fame, and were given 
closest attention. Civics in its many 
j phases easily took precedence, and 
over and over again, quite spontane- 
ously. the need and value of women’s 
entrance ns a moral force into the 
political field, was emphasized by the 
speakers. 

In such a representative gathering, 
composed of chosen delegates from 
the clubs in every state in the Union, 
me felt indeed ns an atom, and real- 
ized fully the folly of "squinting" at 
our problems nt too close range, with- 
out proper perspective. 

The retiring president. Mrs. Percy 
Pennybacker, presided in a wonderful 
way. wining, yet forceful; firm, yet 
gentle. The newly-chosen president. 
Mrs. Josiah Evans Cowles of Califor- 
nia. will I am sure, do her part in 
preserving the high tradition of her 
office. Many erroneous ideas are be- 
ing circulated as to her principles. As 
the writer knows her personally, hav- 
ing visited in her home during my col- 
lege days. I feal safe in saying she is 
thoroughly reliable in disposition and 
deportment, in attainments and pur- 
poses. The statement has been made 
frequently that she is not a suffragist. 
She is n suffragist of the best type, 
rot a single-track suffragist, but a 
broard-minded suffragist deeply inter- 
ested in many phases of social reform 
and an officer in many civic organiza- 
tions in her own state. Moreover, she 
is young enough to shoulder the bur- 
dens of such an office easily, and 
will, her friends feel sure, “make 
good.” 

The Biennial meeting of the Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs is a thing of 
the past. Contrast it for a moment 
with the noisy riotous gathering now 
taking place in Chicago, in which men 
are emphasized more than measures; 
in which social welfare seems rele- 
gated to the background and both par- 
ties vie with each other in focusing 
public attention upon a present-day 
problem, without once expressing 
civic idealism. 

To what wonderful fruitfulness has 
the tiny seedling planted less than fif- 
ty years ago. in the founding ol the 
first clubs. New England Woman’s 
Club and Sorosis, grown! Then con- 
sidered a dangerous social experiment, 
the last word in Feminism — now a 
living force for moral reform, felt in 
every city and hamlet of the United 
States. And the woman’s club is only 
at the beginning of its usefulness, if 
it will but see its opportunity for civic 
work.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The General Court was finally pro- 
rogued last Friday evening, after one 
of the shortest sessions for many 
years. 

Its work has been fairly good, as a 
whole, altho It might have done much 
better on many needed reforms. The 
income tax legislation is easily the 
most important and ought to be a step 
in the right direction. Its workings 
will be under the direction of Tax 
Commissioner Trefrey, who has the 
respect of everyone and who can be 
depended upon to enforce the new 
law without fear or favor. Newton 
will be in the Middlesex-Suffolk tax 
district for which three deputies will 
have to be appointed. 

Another important piece of legis- 
lation was the referendum for a con- 
stitutional convention to he taken at 
the state election this fall. As there 
is little doubt of favorable action on 
the matter, it may be assumed that the 
convention will be held in the summer 
of 1917. Besides this referendum on 
the state ballot there will be state- 
wide referendums on making January 
1st a legal holiday and on repealing 
the abolition of party enrolment and 
there will be a local referendum for 
Newton on accepting the matter of 
preferential voting at municipal elec- 
tions in this city. 

The Legislature has also passed the 
bill introduced by vote of the alder- 
men of Newton and drafted by City 
Solicitor Bishop to prohibit the trans- 
portation of liquors into No License 
communities except by licensed ex- 
press men. This is now in effect, al- 
tho it will probably be several weeks 
before its practical operation can be 
noted. 

The Legislature carried out several 
of Governor McCall’s recommenda- 
tions in regard to consolidating com- 
missions, and substituted a supervis- 
or of administration for the present 
commission on Efficiency and Econo- 
my, of which Mr. Thomas W. White 
of Upper Falls is a member. It is 
rumored that the Governor is liable 
to appoint Mr. White, who is by far 
the best man on the present Commis- 
sion, as the new supervisor of admin- 
istration. 

One of the last acts of the General 
Court was to establish a new method 
of distributing the taxes received on 
the stock of certain public service 
corporations and which hitherto have 
been credited to the cities and toSvns 
where the stockholders of the vari- 
ous companies resided. The new 
plan hits the wealthier municipalities 
quite heavily, Brookline losing over 
$64,000, and Neyvton losing $13,970.31. 
All three of oar representatives voted 
for an amendment to postpone the ef- 
fect of the law until next year, blit 
were badly defeated. The new law 
is but a final extension of a movement 
begun some ten or twelve years ago 
to divert corporation taxes from the 
domicile of the stockholder to the 
state or to the municipality where thp 
corporation had its place of business. 
Newton formerly received an income 
of over $150,000 from this form of 
taxation.

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THE NEAGLE CASE AGAIN 

Aldermen Refuse to Recognize Claim lor Back 
Salary 


The session of the aldermen on 
Monday evening lasted to well beyond 
midnight and was marked by another 
discussion of the well worn Neagle 
case. 

President Blanchard was in the 
chair and the only members absent 
were Aldermen Cobb and Early. 

A majority report was received from 
the Committee on Claims and Rules 
recommending leave to withdraw on 
the claim of Police Officer Neagle for 
back salary. 

Alderman Murphy reviewed the his- 
tory of the case, and stated that on the 
facts presented before the Committee 
he believed Mr. Neagle had a lawful 
claim and should be paid the amount 
asked for. He stated that both the 
present City Solicitor, Mr. Bishop, and 
the late Solicitor, Mr. Slocum had stat- 
ed that the man was legally a member 
of the Police Force and had never been 
legally discharged. Mr. Murphy re- 
quested permission to question the 
Solicitor regarding the matter. Al- 
derman Clark opposed this request, be- 
lieving that any questions which might 
be asked now. would be likely to em- 
barass the Solicitor in case the matter 
was brought before the Courts. Al- 
dermen Alloy, Allen, Forknall and 
Price also opposed the request be- 
lieving that all questions regarding 
the case should be answered by the 
Solicitor In private and not in open 
meeting. 

Alderman Harriman suggested that 
Alderman Murphy be permitted to in- 
terrogate the Solicitor, on the condi- 
tion that the Solicitor should refuse 
to answer questions which might em- 
barass him in any way. The Board 
then voted to permit the Solicitor to 
be questioned on this condition. 

Alderman Murphy’s questions were 
as follows: 

Did the Chief of Police have any au- 
thority to discharge Patrolman Neagle 
without the written approval of Mayor 
Hatfield? Answer: In my opinion 


Chief Mitchell had no right to dis- 
charge Officer Neagle, the sole right of 
removal being with the Mayor. 

Question: Did Officer Neagle ever 
cease to be a member of the Police 
Force? Answer: In my opinion, no. 

Question: 1 would like to know 
whether or not the Mayor as the ap- 
pointing officer has the right to reap- 
point an officer who has been dis- 
charged within one year? In answer 
to this question the City Solicitor 
quoted Rule 31 of the Civil Service 
Commission, which is as follows: 
“After application to and consent of 
the Commission, and within one year 
from the date of resignation, dismiss- 
al, discharge or suspension, an ap- 
pointing officer may reinstate in the 
same position, or in a position in the 
same class and grade, any person who 
has resigned, or who hns been dis- 
missed. discharged or suspended or 
separated from the service without 
fault or delinquency on his part, from 
a permanent position legally held by 
him in the First Division. Officinl Serv- 
ice; provided, that the Commission 
may, because of sickness or other good 
cause shown, allow reinstatement af- 
ter one year and provided, further, 
that a person who has been separated 
from the service because of fault or 
delinquency on his part shall not be 
eligible for reinstatement.” 

Question: Is Officer Neagle in your 
opinion a member of the Police Force? 
Answer: In my opinion, yes. 

Alderman Harriman: Is this case a 
close case, as to whether or not the 
Chief of Police has the right to dis- 
charge or not and may good lawyers 
differ on it? Answer: I think many 
lawyers do differ as to the merits of 
this case. It is what is called as a 
close case. 

Alderman Clark: Do you think the 
matter was presented to the Civil 
Service Commission in a fair way? 
Answer: I assume so. I understand

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EDITORIAL 


While those of us who know the 
ability and capability of Senator John 
W. Weeks, are somewhat disappointed 
at the action of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in nominating 
Charles E. Hughes for President, there 
is no question hut what the Republican 
party has presented a high grade ticket 
in Hughes and Fairbanks, and one that 
will sweep the country next November. 
Mr. Hughes has long been a favorite 
in New England and his attitude dur- 
ing the past few weeks has strength- 
ened and confirmed the confidence 
which we all feel in his courage, dis- 
cretion and ability. 

Several of our prominent residents 
are greatly Interested in the plan to 
set back the clocks one hour during 
the summer months. We are such 
creatures of habit and live so close to 
the clock that it will probably make 
but little difference to the vast major- 
ity. whether eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing comes three hours or only two 
hours after the sun rises.

The action of the aldermen in defi- 
nitely refusing to approve the claim of 
David Neagle for back salary as a po- 
lice officer will probably ensure a Su- 
preme Court decision as to Neagle’s 
status as a police officer, and that is 
the only kind of decision which will 
satisfy residents of this city.

NONANT.UJl SQUARE 


That the interest taken in the prob- 
lem of Nonantum square is widespread 
was manifested last evening when 
over a hundred ladies and gentlemen 
met at the lecture room of the Li- 
brary on invitation of the Planning 
Board to consider plans for improve- 
ment. 

Mr. Vernon B. Swett. secretary of 
the Board, presented Mr. J. B. Jamie- 
son. president of the Newton Improve- 
ment Society, who in turn introduced 
Mr. CharLes E. Gibson, chairman of 
the board. Mr. Gibson gave way for 
a brief but interesting talk by Air. A. 
A. Shurtleff illustrated by stereopticon 
of work and plans for similar im- 
provements in Belmont. Weston and 
Norwood. 

Mr. Gibson said the Planning Board 
had studied this matter for two years 
and wanted all the help possible. 
They had received 72 replies to their 
recent inquiry, 3S wanted the triangle 
cut down in some manner 18 wanted 
the apex of the triangle removed. 13 
suggested a new street along the rail- 
road. 3 wanted all the triangle taken. 
24 suggested removal of fire station, 
15 wanted an island in the square, 6 
proposed subways for street cars, 5 
would loop the bank building, 7 would 
make a loop thru Pearl, and Bacon 
streets, 7 would loop the Nonantum 
building, 3 would raze Cole’s block and 
3 would make no change at all. 

Mr. Gibson said that less than o r / c 
of the vehicular traffic stopped in the 
square; that the transfer point ought 
to be east on the Boston side of the 
square and that radical treatment 
„ seems necessary if conditions 25 years 
hence are to be considered. 

Prof. H. H. Powers protested against 
increasing the distances across the 
square saying that present conditions 
were serious enough for pedestrians, 
and suggesting that too much atten- 
tion was being paid the automobilists. 
Mr. Gibson said that the thru automo- 
bile traffic was a menace to the square 
and of no advantage to the merchants. 
A suggestion to cover over and use the 
space occupied by the railroad be- 
tween Centre and Washington street 
bridges had been considered but the 
cost of $5 a foot was prohibitive. 

Mr. F. O. Stanley criticized the “idi- 
otic traffic rules now in force in the 
square and suggested that all the 
trouble would be solved if sensible 
traffic rules were adapted. He raised 


a laugh when he related an incident 
happening in the square and said “1 
was going very slowly ns I always 
do." Ho also suggested a pavilion in 
the square for the bqneflt of street car 
patrons. 

Prof. Powers spoke for the pedes- 
trians who were more numerous than 
automobiles and said that no plan 
could relieve the nervous strain while 
passing thru the square. He wanted 
the cars taken out of the squnre and 
suggested that the M. & B. cars leave 
Washington street at the old armory, 
pass down an inclined plans side of 
the railroad wall, under Centre street 
by a tunnel, coming out near the en- 
gine house and either tunnelling 
Washington street or crossing at 
grade to reach a transfer point in the 
rear of Nonantum block, where the 
Elevated cars would also be diverged. 

Mr. J. W. French said the trouble 
was all caused by standing Middlesex 
cars in the square but if you took them 
out you would interfere with business 
and reduce taxable values, similar to 
what has taken place at Harvard 
square. 

Mr. W. H. Mague suggested the plan 
outlined in Mayor Childs inaugural 
address of carrying the Middlesex cars 
to the junction of Park and Tremont 
streets where the transfer point should 
be located. 

Remarks were also made by Messrs. 
H. D. Lloyd. C. H. Scovill. J. P. R. 
Sherman, C. V. Moore and Alderman 
Kendrick. 

A series of test votes were taken, 
some of which contradicted each other 
favorable votes being as follows. 

That the meeting endorse the efforts 
of the Planning Board to improve con- 
ditions in the square, 

That the solution of the problem is 
to divert vehicular traffic from the 
square. 

That the M. & B. cars should be' re- 
moved from the square (A vote to re- 
move all cars from the square having 
been previously taken and defeated by 
a large majority) 

That the Planning Board should 
favor increasing the free area of the 
square. 

That the Planning Board have a sy- 
nopsis made of plans suggested and- 
submit them to residents of Wards 1 
and 7 with opportunity to vote on the 
same.

Aid. Clark: Is there any doubt in 
your ininu as to tne guilt oi the otlicer? 
Answer: mat is a question oi tact

Aid. Clark: Have we the right to 
appropriate money tor tiie duck pay 
ot mis oiilcer? Answer: Assuming 
mat my opinion of me case is correct, 
you nave. 

Aid. Murpny: Under the Charter of 
the city of Newton has the Board 
of Aldermen or any individual any- 
miug to say as to tne conduct of any 
uieinuer oi me conce Department? 

.answer: me question Ot removal 
and appointment to the Police Depart- 
ment rests wholly with the Executive 
tiuunt anu the i>ourd of Aider- 
men have no right to take steps in tne 
appointment or removal, or even to 
suggest a name or punishment. 

Aid. rorKiiaii: li me present Mayor 
gave a hearing to uiilcer Neagle'and 
louiul nun guilty of tne offence, would 
not mat prevent linn from being rein- 
stated unuer the ruie of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission V Answer: It would 
seem taut it would, nut notwithstand- 
ing mat they agreed to his reinstate- 
ment. 

Aiu. Forknall: Was not the City So- 
licitor's opinion the basis on which 
they acted? Answer: 1 cannot say as 
to what ground they took. They had 
the opinion of the Solicitor Which had 
been written some little time before. 

Aid. Alley: 1 would like to ask if 
the statement of the Solicitor was not 
written before the Mayor had his hear- 
ing? Answer: 1 do not remember the 
date of the opinion. 1 should assume 
that it was before, but am not sure. 

Aid. Allen: Has the Board a legal 
right to appropriate money for this 
purpose if there is a reasonable doubt 
as to whether the man is legally a 
member of the force? Answer: Where 
there is question of liability I think 
the Board can exercise judgment as to 
whether they will recognize the liabil- 
ity or not. The same question arises 
in an accident case where there is a 
question of liability and the Board 
may appropriate a sum to get rid of 
the case. 

President Blanchard: In your opin- 
ion did it make any difference legally 
whether or not Mayor Hatfield signed 
the discharge. If he assented to the 
discharge verbally, does it legally 
make any difference? Answer: It 
makes all the difference in the world. 
The Mayor must discharge. He can- 
not delegate his authority. 

Alderman Kendrick: What will be 
the situation providing there is a neg- 
ative vote on the claim and the mat- 
ter is dropped and not brought before 
the Courts? Answ-er: Just the same 
as it is tonight. 

Alderman Hollis stated that there 
had been considerable feeling regard- 
ing this case in the past, feeling that 
should be forgotten and the case de- 
cided on its merits. The Solicitor was 
of the opinion that the man was le- 
gally a member of the force. After 
the hearing by His Honor the Mayor, 
the man had been recognized as a 
member of the force by the Comptrol- 
ler and by the Chief of Police. He 
stated that the man had been a mem- 
ber of the force for 17 years, and at 
the time of his appointment passed 
the physical examination with a mark 
of 100 per cent. His record has been 
A-l with this one exception. He trust- 
ed that the Board w’ould consider the 
case entirely on its merits as a law’ful 
claim. 

Alderman Harriman stated that he 
agreed in many respects with the re- 
marks of Alderman Hollis but was 
obliged to reach a different conclusion. 
The Solicitor has given an opinon that 
the man is legally a member of the 
force, but at the same time says that 
it is a very close question. In cases 
where there is such a close question 
he believed the matter should be left 
to the proper tribunal for settlement, 
and for this reason he believed the 
report of the Committee should be ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman Kendrick stated that as 
a new’ member of the Board and not 
being familiar with conditions at the 
outset of the case he had been able to 
approach the matter with a perfectly 
open mind. This claim differed from 
most claims against the City there be- 
ing an element of justice which 
should be recognized. The question 
lie believed hinged on the correct in- 
terpretation of the Charter, and it 
seemed to him perfectly clear from 
the Charter that the Mayor has the 
sole power of removal. 

Alderman Clark stated that he was 
glad that the new' members could face 
this question with an open mind, but 
that he could not forget that a man 
wearing the uniform of a Police Officer 
of the City of Newton deliberately 
walked across the line from his own 
city and night after night robbed the 
milk belonging to citizens of a neigh- 
boring town. Neither could he forget 
that the man was caught in the act 
and that the only thing that saved 
him from arrest and probable impris- 
onment was the fact that our own 
Chief of Police took the matter in his 
hands and promised to deal with him. 
Under the decision of the City Solici- 
tor at that time, the Chief had the right 
to discharge the man and the Mayor 
backed him up. if it was illegal, it 
is simply a technical mutter because 
the Mayor did fully intend that the 
discharge should stand. 1 cannot for- 
get these things in considering this 
matter and 1 frankly confess that right 
or wrong 1 stand against countenanc- 
ing unything of this character in the 
City of Newton. 1 cannot forget the 
absolute disregard of Mayor Childs for 
the discipline of the Police Department 
of the City of Newton. By this act he 
absolutely robbed the Chief of Police 
of discipline of that force. This may 
be pretty harsh language. 1 think it 
was done without any consideration of 
the results and cannot help regard the 
matter from ull its points. 

Alderman Hollis: I think the new 
members understand now why 1 ap- 
peal to them to get the right point of 
view in this mutter. What the citi- 
zens of Newton think of Mayor Childs 
was sliowii conclusively ut the last 
election. 

Aldenuuu Alley stated that he had 


been told by Ex-Mayor Hatfield that 
he had not only approved of the dia- 
cliarge of Officer Neagle, but went to 
Mr. Slocum and asked if he could not 
delegate to the Chief of Police his 
powers in the matter as he did not 
want to be bothered with it, and the 
Solicitor told him he could, lie not 
only heartily approved of the Chief’s 
action, but appointed another man to 
take; Neagle’s place. 

Alderman Winslow' stated that he 
believed he was correctly informed 
that Mr. Slocum stated that the Chief 
of Police was competent to conduct a 
hearing and dismiss the officer. I be- 
lieve I am also correct in saying that 
the then Mayor did approve of the 
discharge, and that he told those who 
had asked for the reinstatement of the 
officer, that if the discharge was not 
legal, he would hold another bearing 
and then fire him. 

Upon question of Alderman Fork- 
nall. the Comptroller of Accounts stat- 
ed that Mr. Neagle’s name had been 
on the payroll since May 1, 1916, 

Alderman Hollis inquired if it was 
not because of the injunction that he 
w’as not paid before, to which the 
Comptroller replied in the affirmative. 
He also inquired if the Comptroller 
would have paid him if the injunction 
was not brought, to which the Comp- 
troller also answered yes. 

In answer to further questions the 
Comptroller stated that Mr. Neagle’s 
name appeared on payroll for week 
ending August 1. 1914, and then not 
until May 1. 1916, the name being 
added after dismissal of the injunc- 
tions. 

Alderman Cole. Hapgood and Allen 
also spoke in favor of leaving the mat- 
ter to be decided by the courts, inas- 
much as it appeared to be a close 
question. 

The report of the Committee was 
then accepted and Officer Neagle 
granted leave to withdraw’. Aldermen 
Murphy, McCarthy. Bentley. Kendrick 
and Hollis dissenting.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 

Miss Grace M. Burt, Editor. 

Biennial Business 

One might go on indefinitely with 
nceounts ot morning sessions and eve- 
ning sessions, of conferences and de- 
partment luncheons, of outings and 
garden parties and receptions and 
other by-products of the Biennial and 
sun tne wnoio story would not be 
told, in fact it never can be told and 
it is better that something should be 
left for the imagination. If the Club 
Editor has in any measure whetted 
the nppetite of those who did not go 
to New York, so that they will want 
to go next time, then her labors have 
not been in vain. 

There are certain features which 
have not been touched upon that de- 
serve mention. On Friday evening, 
Stnte Presidents’ Night, the Found- 
ers and those upon the Honor Roll of 
the Endowment Fund were represent- 
ed upon the platform. To be a Found- 
er one must have contributed or have 
had contributed in her name the sum 
of $500. To be upon the Honor Roll 
the club or individual must have con- 
tributed $100. Massachusetts had 
three "Founders,” Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, Mrs. Alvin R. Bailey and Mrs. 
J. Malcolm Forbes, the two former 
having passed away and the latter not 
being present, no one rose when the 
names were called; but several of the 
Newton organizations and individuals 
whose names are upon the Roll of 
Honor responded as they were called. 
Among them may be mentioned Mrs. 
Francis E. Stanley, Mrs. Willard S. 
Higgins, Mrs. W. A. Beedle, and Miss 
Jessie M. Fisher. 

A number of receptions, and teas 
were tendered delegates by State dele- 
gations for the purpose of presenting 
their respective candidates. None 
was more attractive nor more largely 
attended than that given by the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation in the Rose 
room of Hotel Astor on Sunday after- 
noon from five until seven in honor of 
Miss Georgie A. Bacon, who was then 
candidate for and later elected first 
vice-president. A feature of the one 
tendered by California in honor of 
Mrs. Cowles was the music by Hawai- 
ian musicians. 

The business of the convention was 
acted upon Dy piecemeal during the 
nrst hour of eacn morning and finally 
completed at a long all-the-morning 
session on the closing day. The chief 
items included extensive revision of 
the by-laws, the action on the recom- 
menuutions presented by Mrs. Penny- 
oacker in tier report and of various 
resolutions brougnt in by the different 
departments of work relative to meas- 
ures in which they were interested. 
Among these may be mentioned fur- 
ther work for the Americanization of 
the immigrant, particularly the wo- 
man, a study of the women of Latin 
America and the urging of a big con- 
gress of women of both Americas in 
1920. The movement to make the 
Laurel the national flower was en- 
dorsed. A commission was ordered to 
make a survey of the whole moving 
picture situation in the country and to 
co-operate with the manufacturers. 
Other resolutions included the in- 
dorsement of a continuous effort to- 
wards improving conditions of rural 
life, the introduction of kindergartens 
into the public school system of the 
country, and the employment of mod- 
ern methods in the administration of 
prisons. A protest was voted against 
the erection in Washington of a power 
house with unsightly chimneys, which 
will mar the beauty of the surround- 
ings. 

After careful consideration and an 
earnest appeal from both Lady Aber- 
deen and Mrs. Philip N. Moore, a past 
president of the General Federation, it 
was voted that the General Federation 
affiliate with the National Council of 
Women and thereby secure affiliation 
with the International Council of Wo- 
men. In this way it is hoped that the 
women of the United States may be 
able to be of service In the great re- 
adjustment awaiting us at tne close 
of the European War. 

By far the greatest amount of time 
was spent in the consideration of the 
revision of the by-laws and the most 
important change — one urged by the 
mid-western states but questioned to 
some extent by other sections — was the 
addition to the Executive Board of a 
director from each state, thereby in- 
creasing the Board from a body of 15 
to one of 57. The wisdom of this ac- 
tion is yet to be demonstrated, but the 
pressure has been brought to bear for 
several succeeding Biennials and this 
time it was too great to be resisted. 
The question of finance is yet to he 
adjusted and the power given equally 
to small states with the large ones, 
like Massachusetts, seems at first 
thought to give an unfair advantage to 
the former. The will of the majority 
rules and the results ure awaited with 
Interest. 

Various changes were sent in from 
many sources and the committee pre- 
sented all to the convention. The first 
important one was the proposition to 
omit the word "Women" from the 
name of the organization so that it 
should he, "The General Federation 
of Clubs." This was lost. The Trus- 
tees of the Endowment Fund now be- 
come an Endowment Committee of 
five members, the President, Treas- 
urer und three members of the Board. 
Formerly in order to gain admission 
clubs must receive the unanimous vote 
of tiic Membership committee or might 
he received by a two-thirds’ vote of 
tile Executive Board in case u unun 
inious vote of the committee was not 
obtained. Now the unanimous is 
changed to a four-fifths’ vote. There 
wus a proposition to do away with the 
General Federation State Secretary 
delegating the clerical work of thut 
office to the Corresponding Secretary 
of the State Federation and t lie or- 
ganization work to Hie new State Di- 
rector. This was lost us not being 
practicable in large State Federations 
where the Corresponding Secretary’s 
work is already sufficiently onerous. 
A chunge wus made in the dues of City 
Federations, which will affect Die New 
ton Federation. Uical Federations 
have paid $1 for each club. They are 
now put on the same basis with State 
and County Federations, those having 
a membership of 20 clubs or fewer 
puv $5 and for more tiiun 20 at the 
rate of 25 cents for each club.

wieldy owing to the large number of 
delegates and alternates, both being 
admitted to the sessions, has been 
realized for some time in the difficulty 
of finding suitable convention halls 
and ft was more than ever evidenced 
by the experience in New York. But 
the voting by the delegates to cut 
down both the number of delegates 
and the doing away with alternates 
altogether with little discussion came 
as quite a surprise to many of the del- 
egates. It hits Massachusetts clubs 
much harder than perhaps any other 
part of the country. If the Club Edi- 
tor is correctly informed, this state 
has more large clubs than almost any 
other Federation, while some other 
states have more clubs in number 
though having small membership. 
Since the dues of the clubs holding di- 
rect membership is a per capita tax 
it follows that as a state Massachu- 
setts pays much more money into the 
treasury of the General Federation 
than some of the others and yet when it 
comes to the number of State delegates 
the State Federation is entitled to a 
fewer number than those made up of 
small clubs. It reduces itself to the 
old, old question of “Taxation with- 
out representation.” 

The Newton Federation formerly 
was allowed two delegates next time 
it can have but one. Under the old 
system clubs having a membership of 
50 were entitled to one delegate, from 
50-100 two delegates, and one for ev- 
ery 100 members thereafter. Now 
clubs of 100 or less have one delegate, 
200, two delegates, and one for every 
200 thereafter and all alternates are 
done away with entirely. The dele- 
gates from Massachusetts may be glad 
that the New York Biennial, which 
was near enough for a large number 
to attend, came before this change was 
made. Of course it must be borne in 
mind that the number of clubs is con- 
stantly increasing and that something 
had to be done yet it is a con- 
stant surprise that anything so radi- 
cal went through with so little discus- 
sion. The lateness of the hour prob- 
ably had something to do with it. 

This, then, is the New York Biennial 
,n a nutshell and a very small one. too. 
The great things about it are the in- 
spiration engendered by numbers as- 
sembled together interested in the 
great common causes, the bigness of 
the thing, the bigness of the women 
who are enlisted in this great move- 
ment and the readiness with which 
they are willing to sink differences 
nnd come together on the great un- 
derlying fundamentals upon which all 
agree. Progress toward a larger free- 
dom is in the air and it can no more 
be stayed than can the wind when it 
is east for days together. The part 
which this great General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs has played and will 
continue to play during succeeding 
years is well nigh immeasurable. 

The report of the annual meeting 
of the Massachusetts Stnte Federation 
which has been meeting in Lynn yes- 
terday and today is neecssarlly post- 
poned until next week.

65 Men Now at the South Framingham 
Camp 


Capt. Cormorais was telephoned at 
12.36 A. M. Monday to assemble Com- 
pany C in the armory at 8 A. M. He 
succeeded In telephoning his officers 
at 1.00 A. M. and at. 4.00 A. M. the 
work of notifying all the members was 
well under way. The emergency serv- 
ice of the New England Tel. & Tel. 
Company was equal to the situation, 
and, with the assistance of the New- 
ton Police and cars loaned by citizens 
62 of the 65 men had reported at 7.00 
A. M. The others started at once 
from Pocasset, Amherst, Cochituate 
and Brooklyn, New York. 

The company must have 100 re- 
cruits at once, men between 18 and 35, 
good character and physique. So far 
forty men have volunteered, twenty- 
flve examined by the surgeon, twenty 
meeting the physical requirements. 

The General Staff of the Dental 
Clinic of Massachusetts has volun- 
teered dental services to all members 
of the company, in the person of Dr. 
L. H. Marshall who took the trouble 
to come to the armory and see what 
was to be done. It is this kind of 
backing that makes soldiers feel it 
worth while to serve their country. 

The men of Company C are by no 
means “rookies.” The majority have 
served at least two years in as hard a 
course as the average man can stand 
and attend to business. There are 
some 25 expert riflemen in the com- 
pany, 7 sharpshooters and about thirty 
marksmen. The men know- how to 
shoot, to take care of themselves on 
the march, and have had such a thor- 
ough course in camp sanitation that 
sickness will be practically unknown. 
The company has a first class head 
cook in Frank Randall with ten years 
service, and enough experienced as- 
sistants are mustered in to insure that 
materials supplied will be used to the 
best advantage. 

The non-commissioned officers are 
trained and experienced men, and their

EDITORIAL 


The action of the aldermen in re- 
fusing to npprove the claim for hack 
salary of David Neagle means that a 
majority of the hoard wish the courts 
to pass upon the legality of the whole 
question. In this connection it is said 
by lawyers familiar with the question 
that the whole matter rests upon the 
meaning of the word “also" in the 
following section of our city charter. 

“Section 26. All officers and hoards 
shall, subject to the laws of the Com- 
monwealth rclntlng to the civil serv- 
vice. appoint their subordinates and 
employees to hold office until they are 
removed hv the officer or honrd under 
whom they serve; hut all appoint- 
ments in the police and fire depart- 
ments shall he approved by the mayor, 
who shall also have the power of re- 
moval in saki departments." 

It is evident that two constructions 
can be placed upon the meaning of 
the word “also" in this section. One. 
that the mayor has the sole power 
of removal in these departments, the 
other that his power is in addition to 
that possessed by the head of the de- 
partment. 

In this connection it is of interest 
to note what was done by the City 
Charter Commission which framed 
this charter twenty years ago. The 
writer was deepAy interested in that 
work and kept files and copies of what 
was done in the matter. One of the 
first drafts of the proposed charter 
uses similar language as stated above 
in section 26 but stops at the word 
“serve.” Thus making it clear that 
heads of all departments were intend- 
ed to have the sole power of appoint- 
ment and removal of subordinates. The 
writer had occasion at that time to 
make some suggestions on the vari- 
ous sections and his note on section 
26 mentions the advisability of giv- 
ing the mayor the power to approve 
all of such appointments and remov- 
als. Later drafts of this section in- 
dicate that the suggestion was par- 
tially adopted, the first change, in- 
cluding the approval of appointments 
by the mayor in police and fire de- 
partments. and later by giving him 
power of removal. It would be fair 
to assume that with this history of 
the section in question that the com- 
mission started with the theory of 
giving exclusive power to department 
heads and later modified it so far as 
relates to police and fire departments. 
If this assumption is correct, it must 
follow' that the word "also” as used 
by the Charter Commission, twenty 
years ago. was clearly intended not 
to curtail the power already given the 
chiefs of police and of fire, but to al- 
low the mayor to exercise that power 
as well. It will be ’Interesting to see 
how the court will decide this ques- 
tion. 

The differences of opinion mani- 
fested at the Nonantum Square hear- 
ing last week, indicates the hopeless- 
ness of even attempting to get the con- 
flicting elements into any sort of har- 
mony. The interests of the store keep- 
ers in that square are antagonized by 
every move to improve traffic condi- 
tions— the more congestion, the more 
business. The automobilists only want 
a clear space in which to drive, and as 
wide as possible in order that they 
may not- be obliged to cut down their 
speed. The people who use the street 
cars w’ant the Middlesex cars stand- 
ing in the square so that they may 
not be obliged to stand on the curb or 
in the street. 

In the meantime, Nonantum Square 
is about the same area as Scollay 
Square in Boston, and still we do not 
hear of any movement to widen that 
busy place. 

The matter will never be settled 
until the Middlesex cars are taken out 
of the centre of the square, at least, 
where they absolutely block traffic 
in several directions. With these cars 
out of the square, the traffic could 
move in easy and natural lines in 
every direction, and if a proper safe- 
ty zone could be arranged for persons 
taking the Elevated cars, the whole 
problem would be solved.

BATHING AT CRYSTAL LAKE 


The usual appropriation for the con- 
tinuance of bathing at Crystal Lake 
has been made by the City as in former 
years. Before opening time arrived, 
many of the residents about the I^ake 
complained of serious nuisances com- 
mitted by those enjoying this oppor- 
tunity while coming and going in 
groups from all parts of the city as 
well as while at the Lake and in the 
water. 

At the same time, Mr. George D. Mil- 
ler, who owns the land at the Newton 
Highlands end of the Lake from the 
small park which belongs to the city 
to the railroad tracks, and by whose 
permission the wooden bath house was 
placed in its present location by the 
city, gave notice of his intention to 
have it removed as he desired to sell 
his land. 

The Playground Commission assisted 
by the Police Department and in co- 
operation with those owning land 
about the Lake will mitigate if not 
eliminate the nuisances so that there 
should be no further complaints after 
the bathing facilities are opened. 

However, there appears to be no 
available public or private land on 
which to put a bath house, and the 
Commission has recommended to the 
Mayor an appropriation for the city 
to buy sufficient land at or near the 
present location of the bath house, 
and the erection thereon of u suitable 
and permanent bath house slightly 
larger than the present and equipped 
with toilets, etc. 

The Mayor has transmitted, with 
his approval, this recommendation to 
the Board of Aldermen. This will 
come before the Board at its next reg- 
ular meeting on Monday evening, 
June 26th. Those interested on both 
sides, either to continue this public 
opportunity und privilege or to close 
it, should utteud and if there is suffi- 
cient interest manifested, it is ex- 
pected that the Board will give those 
attending u chance to be heard.

Stamp by retailers simply means thut 
for a 2 1-2 per cent, discount they 
offer inducement to purchasers to 
trade with them, and thereby promote 
a habit of thrift in safeguarding pen- 
nies legitimately suved through a 
laudable desire to complete the tilling 
of a book of trading stumps ufter it 
hus once been started. 

Many cases have come to our atten- 
tion where through habits of thrift 
formed in saving trading stamps, the 
idea hus received encouragement of 
saving in other wuys. It hus proven a 
source of unquestioned benefit to many 
people who have taken advantage of 
opportunities ottered that could be 
acquired in no other way. 

While there seems a sentiment in 
the General Court opposing further 
use of trading stamps or similar de- 
vices by retailers, no general demand 
exists for this legislation. 

If the people were given opportunity 
to vote upon it they would unques- 
tionably favor thoir continued use. 

The final stages have not yet been 
reached in this repressive legislation. 
It is to be hoped the Massachusetts 
General Court will go slow in adopt- 
ing u luw that will ultimately be found 
to work greut injustice uot alone to 
reputuble concerns like the Merchants’ 
Legal Stamp Company, but to many 
retailers and customers who have par- 
ticipated in their use.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE STATE 
FEDERATION 
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HAIR WORK

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Last week Thursday and Friday, 
June 15 and 16, saw from 1000 to 1400 
club women in session at Lynn for the 
annual convention of the Massachu- 
setts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Memories of the exciting 
scenes at Marion one year ago doubt- 
less brought together a much larger 
crowd than usual, all anxious to see 
what this Lynn meeting might bring 
forth. Those who came merely for 
that side of the convention, however, 
were doomed to disappointment, for 
neither was the question of suffrage 
mentioned nor any attempt made on 
the part of those opposed to it to undo 
the action of last year. There was ear- 
1 nest discussion of some of the resolu- 
tions, particularly that for financing 
the Massachusetts director of the Gen- 
eral Federation, as well as of the rec- 
ommendation to substitute "Roberts 
Rules of Order” for "Shattuck’s Ad- 
vanced Rules,’’ which had been pro- 
posed as an amendment to the by-laws 
at the meeting at Beverly in Novem- 
ber. but there was not the slightest ex- 
hibition of ill feeling anywhere. In 
fact everything was so harmonious as 
to make the thought of the prophesied 
"disruption of the Federation" absurd 
in the extreme. The ticket presented 
by the nominating committee was 
elected, whatever protest there was 
being expressed more in the blanks 
registered and in the large number of 
scattering votes than by any formal 
concerted action 

But for those delegates who came for 
the real business of the convention and 
for the inspiration to be gained here 
indeed was no disappointment. Too 
much cannot be said of that received 
from the Thursday afternoon session 
when the “Snapshots of the Biennial’’, 
the greetings from the guests from 
other Federations and the masterly 
address of Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, 
the retiring president of the General 
j Federation, brought back the marvel- 
ous days in New York, by our own 
delegates. 

The morning session of the conven- 
tion on Thursday was opened at 10.30 
with a graceful word of welcome on 
the part of the hostess women of the 
eight Federated clubs of the city pre- 
sented by Mrs. I^aurence G. Atherton. 
In her response Mrs. George W. Per- 
kins, the Federation president, re- 
ferred to the visit of the Federation 
to Lynn six years ago. She made a 
strong appeal to the delegates, remind- 
ing them that they are banded togeth- 
er not for faultfinding, but for help- 
fulness, that where much is given, 
there much is expected and bade them 
to stand shoulder to shoulder with loy- 
alty to the State and to themselves. 

Rules for the convention included 
the familiar, “Hats off, please,” heard 
so often in New York. Mrs. Cora 
Welles Trow of New York was ap- 
, pointed parliamentarian for the con- 
| vention. Then followed the annuul 
reports of officers, of the chairmen of 
special committees and of the Nominat- 
ing committee. One club bus resigned 
and nine new ones have been added 
to the list. There are now 292 clubs 
and three City Federations, with a to- 
tal membership of 67,604. The balance 
of $2.71 reported by the Treasurer eli 
cited an audible smile from the con 
vention, but the fact that the Federa 


departments in their local papers and 
that they be conducted by club women 
shows the vision of the GRAPHIC 
when this department w’as created 
eleven years ago. 

Of the reports of the departments of 
work Conservation came first on the 
list, Mrs. Joseph S. Leach spoke of the 
divisions of the committee’s work, — 
forestry, shade trees, birds, children’s 
gardens and gardens for women. In 
touching upon forest conditions the 
work In Newton toward securing 
town forest was mentioned. The 
formation of Junior Audubon Societies 
was recommended and it was stated 
that there seems to be an increasing 
interest in bird welfare. The pressing 
need that the people of Massachusetts 
take up agriculture was touched upon, 
since so small a proportion of the food 
supplies of the people are produced 
within the State. 

Mrs. Katharine W. Herron, chairman 
of Home Economics, stated In her re- 
port that it is very evident that the 
women working in this department are 
getting the broader outlook on the 
subject, for few clubs today confine 
their work to cooking, sewing and mil- 
linery. "Home Management,” “Short 
Cuts in Housework”, “Efficiency in the 
Home”, "The Budget,” are all favorite 
topics. She closed by saying, "This 
Committee wishes to emphasize the 
need of fundamental training for moth- 
erhood and the business of home-mak- 
ing . Let us also keep In mind that 
while the single lectures, or better still 
the course of lectures, are of great in- 
spirational value, they should be fol- 
lowed by serious study which would be 
a preparation for definite constructive 
work." 

The Industrial and Social Conditions 
department reported through its chair- 
man, Miss Esther S. Barrows, co-oper- 
ation on the part of the clubs, with the 
Children’s Bureau at Washington In 
the matter of birth registration and in 
the observance of Baby-Week. The de- 
partment worked for the bill providing 
for a State Hospital for Women In- 
ebriates and also visited the Women’s 
Reformatory at Sherborn to ascertain 
conditions there. The clubs are urged 
to devote one meeting to considering 
condition in our own State and to car- 
ry on "A Know Your Own Community 
Campaign." 

Mrs. Anna B. Scoville, a representa- 
tive of Hampton Institute, asked for a 
place upon club programs next vear in 
which to present the needs of the two 
races, the negro and the Indian, to 
whom her institutions ministers. 

The report of the Nominating com- 
mittee was presented by Mrs. Leila C. 
Pennock. chairman, and the polls 
opened at the close of the morning ses- 
sion remaining so throughout the af- 
ternoon, thus giving ample opportun- 
ity for the delegates to cast their bal- 
lots conveniently and comfortably. 

The afternoon session opened with 
messages of greeting from distant Fed- 
erations and then followed the Snap 
Shots of the Biennial given as follows:

After a word of appreciation for Mass- 
achusetts and the great comfort she 
has always been to her. she asked tho 
question. What can we do In the years 
to come? The time has passed when 
we are to excuse ourselves because 
we are women. Hereafter we are to 
measure ourselves by the hard and 
fast rule of efficiency. There Is going 
to he an amusement to the sense of 
individual responsibility, to the fact 
that our whole duty Is not done until 
we give as well as receive. There will 
be co-operation of all ranks. The 
t 'eal club woman never boasts of her 
wealth nor apologizes for her poverty. 

She Is never foolishly radical nor 
selfishly conservative. The commun- 
ity needs the co-operation of man and 
woman and the child. It needs con- 
tinuity of effort. You should realize 
that a great cause is more important 
than any leader. We need sanity. 
There is nothing like being sane, and 
able to look on both sides of the ques- 
tion, to respect your opponents’ opin- 
ions. A great aid to this Is the culti- 
vation of a sense of humor. It helps 
us over many difficulties In the home, 
in the club, and in the political ’field 
We need loyalty to the ideals of the 
federation and to the best traditions 
of all womanhood. 

"Women who do not vote on a ques- 
tion In their club, and do not partici- 
pate in discussions, have no right to 
go outside and criticize the majority. 
They should take a stand on every 
question even if it is the wrong stand. 
Siting on the fence is not conducive 
to the best development of the spinal 
column. Each woman should be 
good loser. Not that she shouldn’t 
come back, but, on the contrary, when 
she believes the majority wrong, she 
should try to make her point so clear 
that she can change It. 

We need loyalty in our judgment of 
ench other. We can differ honestly 
and graciously. We need charity of 
speech, charity of judgment, and last- 
ly, we need vision. 

If we succeed in bringing about the 
great Congress of the three Ameri- 
cas, we shall bring to pass an act of 
true patriotism the consequences of 
which we cannot measure. 

In the evening the hostess clubs 
tendered the delegates a most enjoy- 
able musicale by Kuska’s Salon or- 
chestra assisted by Signor Francesco 
Savasta, tenor, and a reception at 
which there was opportunity to meet 
the State officers and to have a per- 
sonal word with Mrs. Pennybacker. 

On Friday morning the Election 
committee was scheduled to report at 
the opening of the session, but not 
being ready the convention proceeded 
to listen to department reports, Mrs. 
Walter S. Little for Art; Mrs. True 
Worthy White for Literature and Li- 
brary Extension; Mrs. Richard Ham- 
len Jones for Music; Mrs. Julius An- 
drews for Legislative. Of the eight 
bills endorsed by the Federation four 
have been passed and four defeated, 
the latter including the cottage for 
inebriate women, the board of 
immigration, the milk ' bill and that 
for the registration of nurses. Those 
carried were for the reorganization of 
the prison commission, extension of 
Civil Service, the school for the feeble- 
minded and the juvenile delinquency 
bill. Mrs. Andrews expressed the de- 
sire of her department that the presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the House might appoint representa 
tives to confer with the Federation 
Legislative chairman, and upon her 
recommendation it was voted that a 
committee of three be appointed to 
follow up the new Bureau of Prisons 
with a view to securing the appoint- 
ment of the best person upon it. 

Mrs. Mary I. Wood, chairman of the 
General Federation Bureau of Inform- 
ation, who was present as a guest, 
gave some of the human touches 
which come to her in her work for the 
Bureau. Mrs. Wood closed with an 
appeal for assistance from Massachu- 
setts. 

Then came the report from the Cre- 
dential committee. Mrs. G. Neal Bar- 
ney. chairman. Four hundred and 
ninety-eight delegates had presented 
credientials and five alternates. Mrs. 
J. Harry Poole, chairman of Elections, 
reported 438 votes cast and the ticket 
ns presented was elected. President. 
Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney; first vice- 
president. Mrs. Claude U. Gilson; sec- 
ond vice-president. Mrs. Royal Whit- 
on; third vice- president, Mrs. Arthur 
A. Hibbard; fourth vice-president. 
Mrs. George M. Baker; clerk. Mrs. 
Frank B. Hawley; assistant clerk, 
Mrs. Fred Richards Lufkin; corre- 
sponding secretary. Mrs. Arthur W. 
Lane; treasurer, Mrs. Lena R. Well- 
ington; directors for three years, Mrs. 
Adelaide M. Godding. Mrs. Cyrus Dal- 
lin, Mrs. Walter G. Newell, Mrs. Helen 
M. Bowers. Mrs. Ashley Watson. 
Nominating committee for 1916-1917. 
Mrs. Lilias Folger. chairman. Mrs. F. 
H. Esters. Mrs. Effie S. Nowe's, Mrs. 
Charles H. Adams, Mrs. C. Neal Bar- 
ney. 

Mrs. Julian Woodman presented the 
report of t lie committee to consider a 
parliamentary authority for the Fed- 
eration. recommending that the pro- 
posed amendment to the by-laws be 
amended by substituting "Robert’s 
Rules of Order" for "Shattuck’s Ad- 
vanced Rules.” After some discus- 
sion the amendment was carried. 
Robert was adopted because of its be- 
ing an authority for the whole coun- 
try and used by both men's and wo- 
men’s organizations. 

Unification of the work of the Fed- 
eration lias been under consideration 
by a special committee aud its report 
included these recommendations 
which were adopted: 1. That the 

State be districted into not more than 
ten districts, with a representative 
from each upon each of the depart- 
ments of work; 2. that each club up- 
point a Federation secretary, who 
sliall be a medium of communication 
bet wen tlie club and the Federation; 
3. thut a director of the Board be as- 
signed to each district; 4. thut, "Know 
your own Community" be the slogan 
for the coming year and Giat at leust 
one dull program be devoted to Fed- 
eration work. Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the BesoluGons committee the 
convention voted; 1. urge the immed- 
iate passage by Congress of the Owen- 
Keuting bill; 2. Jlo request the clubs 
to assist in conserving all waste ma- 
terial. such us rugs, paper, etc., suit- 
able for the manufacture of puper. 
thut none be wasted nor sold under 
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price; 3. that a committee of three be 
appointed to report at the fall meet- 
ing In regard to the raising of an En- 
dowment Fund of $26,000 or more. It 
was also voted that the State Feder- 
ation finance the director of the Gen- 
eral Federation with a sum not to ex- 
ceed $1200 for the biennial period. 
In speaking to the last motion Miss 
Bacon stated that the new Board of 
the General Federation has voted to 
accept the Invitation of New Orleans 
for the Council meeting of 1917. 

Four new’ clubs have been admitted 
since the last meeting. The Outlook 
Club of Falmouth, The Film Club of 
Boston. Dorchester Council of Presi- 
dents, North Grafton Woman’s Club, 
and at the opening of the Friday af- 
ternoon session three of these were 
represented by their presidents. The 
concluding department reports, Civ- 
ics, Education and Public Health were 
follow’ed by a brief appeal by Miss 
Anna Johnson for Relief Work for 
800,000 destitute French orphans. 

Then came the presentation of the 
newly elected officers and the final 
courtesy resolutions. After adjourn- 
ment many of the visiting delegates 
enjoyed a delightful automobile trip 
along the North Shore. 


Summary of Department Reports' 


Public Health 


The w’ork of the department has 
continued along the lines of preventive 
measures and the promotion of com- 
munity health. Twenty-two clubs re- 
port some w’ork along the line of 
prevention of tuberculosis; over 200 
clubs answ’ered the call to devote one 
week to the welfare of the child. The 
committee recommends a survey of 
rural conditions be made a part of the 
health w’ork; that milk stations be es- 
tablished in every city for the use and 
education of the mothers in congest- 
ed sections as a part of the follow’-up 
work for infant welfare; the forma- 
tion of classes in home nursing, and 
further, that little mother classes be 
formed.

In such 
practical inspiring work are the dubs 
engaged that a force is indeed at work 
tow’ard gaining a "better America.”

A rare opportunity wa» Afforded the 
people of Auburndale to hear of Rev. 
William A. Sunday's work, as it really 
Is. on Sunday evening at a Union Serv- 
ice. which was held in the chapel of 
the Congregational church. 

Rev. James E. Walker. D.I).. assist 
ant to .Mr ;hi<1 pastor of the 

Presbyterian Church in Chicago, gave 
an interesting and enlightening out- 
line of this wonderful preacher's cam- 
paign. The subject was "Hot Coals 
from the Kansas City and Baltimore 
meetings." 

Mr. Walker explained the various 
methods hv which Mr. Sunday plans 
to reach the people in the various 
walks of life; colleges, schools, fac- 
tories. business office, hospitals, laun- 
dries and in society. He particularly 
emphasized the need of the influence 
of personal workers. The foundation 
of Mr. Sunday's great work Is prayer. 
Everything good must be accomplished 
thru prayer, for wheresoever two or 
more are gathered together in Cod's 
name. He is in the midst of them, and 
unless the people consent to pray, and 
urge others to attend the meetings. 
Mr. Sunday will refuse to work with 
them. 

Six weeks before the opening of the 
campaign, prayer meetings will be 
held in all of the churches in Boston 
and vicinity, every Monday and Wed- 
nesday evenings, and during the cam- 
paign. prayer meetings will, he held 
Tuesday and Thursday mornings. 

The singing will be a special feature 
of the Tabernacle meetings. Besides 
the choir singing from the churches, 
there will be a chorus of 2000 children. 

The platform of the Tabernacle will 
seat 2000 and Mr. Sunday will enlist 
the services of the strongest types of 
business men to serve as ushers and 
otherwise assist in the work. He has 
been assisted in his meetings by such 
prominent men as General Murray. 
Dr. Howard Kelley and Henry Allen 
of the West. Mr. Sunday's idea is that 
every Christian man and woman in the 
community shall become a personal 
worker. 

In Kansas City the meetings were 
attended by 81.000 people, and last 
Sunday 1915 people gave their hearts 
to Christ at Mr. Sunday’s meeting. 

Mr. Walker related interesting In- 
stances of conversions he had noted. 
He cited the case of a business man 
of 60 yeara. who had led a careless 
life independent of religion; this man 
had been awakened at one of Mr. Sun- 
day's revivals and had become a 
Christian and he afterwards exercised 
such a wonderful influence over others 
that he was the means of making many 
converts. Since his campaign in New 
York. Mr. Sunday has received many 
letters from heads of large business 
enterprises, commending him on the 
great good that he had accomplished.

SECOND ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


MATERIALS NEEDED ON PLAY- 
GROUNDS 

Odds and ends and left overs from 
the dressmaker, worsted, yarn, pieces 
of cotton and woolen, bits of silk, rib- 
bon. lace and dress braid, denim for 
bean bags, silkateen. odds of em- 
broidery silk knitting cotton, railroad 
canvas, scrim, raffia and reed, scissors, 
empty spools, pencils, crayons, tips 
of old kind gloves for pen-w’ipers and 
purses, cambric or linen for scrap- 
books. dolls, games, tennis rackets 
and balls. Colored heads are very 
much used by the younger children, 
and pine needles are most necessary. 
Children’s colored magazines, juven- 
ile hooks and colored pictures are 
also much desired. 

The gifts of such articles will be 
much appreciated by the Playground 
Commission, and may he sent to the 
Superintendent of Playgrounds, City 
Hall, West Newton. 

The Playground Commission con- 
templates this year to stimulate con- 
siderably occupation work which has 
been conducted annually on the play- 
grounds during the summer months. 
They have engaged Miss Palmer, a not- 
ed expert in manual training and occu- 
pation work, who will start a system 
of occupation play during July and 
August. 

She will show the children how to 
make useful articles from left over 
materials, and also train them in the 
construction of reed and raffia baskets 
and other advanced forms of manual 
training. 



NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


The attendance at the meeting of 
the Planning Board, which was held 
at the Newton Free Library on June 
15th, brought to one's notice the fact 
that the problem in Nonantum Square 
was one in which the whole of New- 
ton has interest. Inasmuch as no de- 
cision was arrived at then, although it 
seemed to be the opinion of the ma- 
jority that some forward step must be 
taken m the near future, it is thought 
that a few short reviews on books on 
City Planning elsewhere may be of 
interest at this time. 

Frederick Law Olmstead says that 
the term City Planning is used to sig- 
nify "the intelligent control and guid- 
ance of the physical conformation, 
growth, and alteration of cities, towns, 
or considerable parts thereof, con- 
sidered In their entirety.” "It be- 
hooves each municipality” says the re- 
port on the City Planning for Newark 
“to mould its streets into a simple and 
efficient structure if they are to ful- 
fill successfully their part in the de- 
velopment of a greater city. There 
are two important things in the growth 
of a city which it is the part of a city 
plan to watch and guide: (1) adjust- 
ment of inadequate existing conditions 
to meet present and future require- 
ments, and (2) the proper guidance of 
new growth to harmonize with the 
older parts of a community.” 

In a study of this subject one might 
turn first, possibly, to the books writ- 
ten or edited by John Nolen, Fellow 
of the American Society of Landscape 
Architects. His recent book, entitled 
"City Planning, a series of papers, 
presenting elements of a city plan" 
(WIZ.N71) is one of a series published 
by D. Appleton & Co. in the National 
Municipal League series. This is a 
collection of papers by various men, 
many of whom are well-known in their 
professions, including: an introduction 
by Frederick Law Olmsted; the Sub- 
division of land, by Mr. Nolen; Park 
systems, also by Mr. Nolen; Non-nav- 
igable waters by Arthur A. Shurtleff; 
City planning legislation by Charles 
Mulford Robinson, and many other 
chapters. The volume has many illus- 
trations, most of which represent cit- 
ies and towns in this country. Mr. 
Nolen’s earlier kook, p&blished in 1912, 
was called "Replanning small cities.” 
These include Roanoke, San Diego, 
Montclair, Glen Ridge, Reading (Pa.) 
and Madison (Wis.) The volume is 
copiously illustrated with full-page 
plates. (WIZ.N71 r) 

Charles Mulford Robinson, who has 
held the appointment of Professor of 
Civic Design at the University of Illi- 
nois. since 1913, the first chair on that 
subject in the United States, has con- 
tributed a new volume this year, en- 
titled: "City planning, with special 
reference to the planning of streets 
and lots.” (WIZ.R56) This hook is 
really a revised issue, with much ad- 
ditional material, of the work formerly 
published under the title of “The width 
and arrangement of streets.” Mr. Rob- 
inson has had much practical experi- 
ence in the diagnosis of city conditions 
and needs, and is retained by some 
thirty cities and towns for that pur- 
pose. 

Three books are especially illustra- 
tive of foreign practice: Modern city 
planning and maintenance, by Frank 
Koester (WIZ.K81); Town planning, 
past, present and possible, by H. Inigo 
Triggs (W1Z.T73); and George Cad- 
bury’s Town planning, which treats es- 
pecially of schemes tried in Birming- 
ham. England (W1Z.C11).

Before calling by telephone, consult the telephone directory 
and he sure to obtain the correct number. Mistakes 
often result from taking numbers from letter heads, 
business cards or private memoranda. Do not rely on 
• memory. 

Give the number to the operator distinctly and in a moder- 
ate tone of voice. With the lips about half an inch from 
the mouthpiece, speak clearly the name of the Central 
office and each numeral, separating the figures of the 
telephone number, for example, Oxford, four-one- 
five-O” (4150). 

Listen when the operator repeats the number. Say “Yes” 
if it is right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell her 
so at once and repeat the correct number. 

The receiver should he held at the ear until the called party 
answers or some report is given by the operator. As a 
matter of courtesy, the person making the call should 
he ready to talk as soon as the line is connected. 

The identity of the person calling should be announced as 
soon as the called station answers. If a wrong station 
has been called, say to the person answering, “I beg 
your pardon, you were called by mistake.” Signal the 
operator, state that a wrong connection was made and 
ask for the correct number. 

The party calling should end the conversation by saying 
“Good-bye,” leaving no doubt in the mind of the party 
called that the conversation has ended. 

There are three parties to every telephone message: the 
person calling, the operator and the person called. Im- 
provement in telephone service can he made, over and 
above all that the company can do, if the subscriber or 
user, when making a call, will extend his co-operation.

GIVES HIGH^ SCHOOL 

Loren D. Towle Presents His Native 
Town $85,000 Structure 


Mr. Ixjren D. Towle of Frank- 
lin Rtreet, Newton, has presented 
to his native town. Newport, N. 
H., a high school building, to 
be completed in 1917 and to be 
known as the Towle High School. The 
proposed building will be one of fire- 
proof construction, will accommodate 
two hundred scholars, and will have 
all the various departments of a mod- 
ern high school. It will cost. Includ- 
ing site and equipment. $75,000. This 
gift hns been given official recognition 
by the town authorities, and Mr. Towle 
this week has been the recipient of 
many appreciative messages, chief 
among which is a tender and loving 
letter from his old schoolmaster. Mr. 
Towle’s announcement made a day or 
two ago, has since then formed the 
chief topic of conversation in that 
town. A site will be selected shortly, 
that the work of construction can be 
begun at an early date and the build- 
ing made ready for dedication before 
the beginning of the fall and winter 
term of 1917. 

Mr. Towle was born in Newport in 
1874. and graduated from the high 
school in 1892, and as next year will 
bo the twenty-fifth anniversary of hi? 
graduation, he takes these preliminary 
steps now, that be may be privileged 
to fittingly observe the quarter-cen- 
tennial in 1917. Mr. Towle has always 
hold his native town In great rever- 
ence. When he built the great otficp 
and bank building at 60 and 68 Devon- 
shire street, Boston, last year, he 
named it the Newport Building in its 
honor: he has for ten years and more 
had annual prizes for the high school, 
and is always interested in any and 
all public improvements. 

Mr. Towle, by the way, is a son of 
George H. Towle, a direct descendant 
of Philip Towle, who came from Eng- 
land in 1657 and landed at Hampton,

Rev. Jntnes F. Haney, ^ksslatant pas- 
tor of the Church of the Sacred Heart, 
placed the number of children Who 
hAve bathed in Crystal Lake In the last 
seven years at 37,000. He made a 
stirring plea for the continuation of 
bathing privileges. "Keep in mind 
that this is organized opposition, with 
cqunsel.’’ said he. "We want the 
bathing to continue this year for the 
sake of the children. With proper 
supervision, 1 am sure any objection- 
able feature will cease. As a matter 
of fact, most of those who oppose 
bathing here are away the greater part 
of the summer." 

Herbert R. Lane, president of the 
Wabnn Improvement Society, spoke 
for the children of Waban, who want 
the bathing continued by all means. 
Howard Whitmore made a similar plea 
on behalf of the Newton Highlands 
Improvement Association. 

T. P. Pratt of Newton Highlands, 
"one of the early morning bathers," 
as he called himself, said he had seen 
as many as 42 bathing between 6 and 
7 a. m. Dr. E. A. Andrews of Newton 
Centre urged supervision from early 
morning till late at night. Herbert 
Patterson of Newton Highlands also 
spoke in favor. 

Miss Christine Dana of Newton 
Highlands thought the bathing privi- 
lege ought not to be taken away from 
the young women. She is one of the 
bathers, herself. 

. "We have heard no complaints 
against the girls," she declared. 
"They are all against the boys." 

Rev. J. Edgar Paik of West Newton 
sent a letter favoring bathing. 

Strong opposition came from some 
South Side residents. 

"We are not here as organized op- 
position with counsel," asserted John 
A. Gardner of I^ake avenue. "William 
M. Noble has conferred with us as 
neighbor but not as paid counsel." 

He objected to language heard, he 
said, among the bathers. 

"This comes largely from boys from 
Waltham. Dorchester and Roxbury,” 
he continued. "The logical place for 
a bath-house is on the river where it 
will not annoy anyone. No one objects 
to the early morning bathing; one 
should be up at 6 o’clock if he goes 
to bed the time he should." 

He spoke of the "masterly indiffer- 
ence” which, he said, the chairman of 
the Board of Health had said had been 
maintained by the board. 

Dr. Curtis objected to the phrase. 
In the interests of accuracy he stated 
that it was "masterly inactivity," not 
"masterly indifference." 

E. H. Ruby said that a large majority 
of the “children” who go bathing are 
grown men. The Boy Scouts had de- 
clined to use the lake, he ai ded, be- 
cause of the -crowd there. 

Representative J. Weston Alien told 
how he had gone bathing in Crystal 
Lake himself, and declared that the 
water is “too dirty" for bathing as It 
is now with everyone coming there. 
"Leave the bath-house for the people 
of the vicinity,” said he. He declared 
that petitions against enlargement rep- 
resent over $500,000 in real estate in 
the vicinity. 

How sometimes boys go bathing in 
the altogether was vividly dc;cribed 
by J. O. Reay of Newton . Iig.ilands, 
He made a plea to "keep oat the 
roughs.” and said boys h;. e Laen seen 
to laugh at a policeman. 

"My wife has seen boys stark naked 
running on the railroad tracks!" he 
declared, getting down to bare facts. 

“They come and wake up every jody 
at 5 o’clock,” asserted John W. I '.;ul. 

W. G. Parmalee of Berwick road told 
how the language he had overheard 
shocked even a gentleman from Pitts- 
burgh. 

Ex-Alderman Frank L. Richardson 
opposed enlarging the privileges. W 
L. Crocker of I^ake avenue did not 
want to see the Children of the Centre 
and Highlands deprived of bathing 
privileges, "which are their right.” 

A letter from the Newton Highlands 
Improvement Association's executive 
committee showed division of opinon. 

A dispute between Mr. Gardner and 
Mr. Mullin sizzled up Into a joint de- 
bate that for a few moments got in- 
teresting — till President Blanchard 
brought his gavel down with such a 
resounding thump that everybody 
jumped.

While Freelan Stanley was arrang- 
ing the veil over his face and neck.

onderful all-around track and field 
athlete this year in Arthur S. Roberts, 
who intends to enter Springfield Y. M. 

This well- 
built young man, who can adapt him- 
self to any branch of sports, was one of 
the most sensational schoolboy athletes 
in this section during the out-door 
track season. Although Newton fared 
well during the indoor season in track 
and field sports, only baseball was 
fostered by the Orange and Black 
authorities this spring.

Federal Inquiry os 
Railroad Strike? 

Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 

With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 

The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: # 

‘Our conference* have demonMratrd that we cannot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually the 
mailer* in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies Therefore, we propose that >our 
proposal* and the proposition of the railways be disposed of b> one oi the other of rhe following methods 

1 Preferably by submission to fhe Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information hearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi- 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be |u*i and 
reasonable, or. in fhe event the interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing law*, act in the premises, 
that »ve jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved, oi 

2 By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law” tThe Newlands Act). 

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 

Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, ana the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike.

The railroads feel that they have no right io grant a wage preferment of 
$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts 

The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare

Your Interests Are 
Linked With Ours 

Before calling by telephone, consult the telephone directory 
and he sure to obtain the correct number. Mistakes 
often result from taking numbers from letter heads, 
business cards or private memoranda. Do not rely on 
memory. 

Give the number to the operator distinctly and in a moder- 
ate tone of voice. With the lips about half an inch from 
the mouthpiece, speak clearly the name of the Central 
office and each numeral, separating the, figures of the 
telephone number, for example, Oxford, four-one- 
five-0” (4150). 

Listen when the operator repeats the number. Say “Yes” 
if it is right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell her 
so at once and repeat the correct number. 

The receiver should be held at the ear until the called party 
answers or some report is given by the operator. As a 
matter of courtesy, the person making the call should 
be ready to talk as soon as the line is connected. 

The identity of the person calling should be announced as 
soon as the called station answers. If a wrong station 
has been called, say to the person answering, “I beg 
your pardon, you were called by mistake.” Signal the 
operator, state that a wrong connection was made and 
ask for the correct number. 

The party calling should end the conversation by saying 
“Good-bye,” leaving no doubt in the mind of the party 
called that the conversation has ended. 

There are three parties to every telephone message: the 
person calling, the operator and the person called. Im- 
provement in telephone service can he made, over and 
above all that the company can do, if the subscriber or 
user, when making a call, will extend his co-operation.
